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JENKINS-KEOGH (RETIREMENT) BILL NEWS* 


[Eprror’s Note: In the Senate on August 12, 1958, an attempt to amend H. R. 
8381 to include H. R. 10 failed. On August 15, 1958, Senator Schoeppel advised 
our President Scovel that Senate action must now wait until H. R. 10 is re- 
ported to the floor by its Finance Committee.—F.C.] 


The organized bar and other organizations representing self-employed per- 
sons scored an important preliminary victory in Congress today [July 22, 1958] 
when the House Ways and Means Committee voted 18 to 7 to approve the 
Jenkins-Keogh bill (H.R. 10). The bill allows self-employed persons to defer 
payment of income taxes until age 65 on a portion of current income placed 
in a retirement fund. 

While the committee action represented only a preliminary success, it was 
regarded as a major gain in the long fight for individual retirement legislation. 
It was considered particularly significant since the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, and the administration, had closed the door to practically all other tax relief 
legislation at this session. 

Normally, the bill (H.R. 10) would now go to the House Rules Committee 
which would decide when and if it is to go to the House floor for consideration. 
Conceivably the rules could be suspended, however, for earlier floor action. 
Congress has been planning to adjourn the session by mid-August. 

As approved by the Ways and Means Committee the Jenkins-Keogh bill 
(H.R. 10) was amended to cut from $5,000 to $2,500 a year the maximum 
which any taxpayer could put aside on a tax-deferred basis. The limitation 
would be 10 per cent of annual income, or not more than $2,500. The lifetime 
limitation was cut by the committee from $100,000 to $50,000. 

The American Bar Association and many state and local bar associations have 
been in the forefront of the fight to enable self-employed persons to establish 
individual retirement programs comparable to those provided by corporate re- 
tirement and pension programs for employed persons.

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UNIFORM CONTRIBUTION AMONG TORTFEASORS ACT 
(AS REVISED)*

At the annual meeting of the Association in May the Assembly approved 
the recommendation of the Committee on Improvement of Laws and Proce- 
dures to recommend for adoption in Kansas the Uniform Contribution Among 
Tortfeasors Act (As Revised.) * 


Interest in this subject was expressed by many members of the Association 
and it was suggested that a short explanation of the Act would be in order. 


The revised act, approved by the National Conference of Commissioners on 
Uniform State Laws in 1955 supersedes the old uniform act of 1939 which was 
found to be objectionable in many respects and adopted in only three states. 
The revised act, promulgated after many hearings and careful study, eliminates 
the objectionable features of the old act and presents a complete answer to the 
need in Kansas for an adequate tort contribution act. 


At common law there is no contribution among those jointly responsible for 
a tort. In Kansas the only statutory law on the subject is Section 60-3437 (G. S. 
1949) which provides for contribution between joint judgment debtors. This 
statute has been construed to apply in tort actions as well as in contract actions 
in the case of Fort Scott v. Railroad Co., 66 Kan. 610. But in the absence of 
a joint judgment there is no contribution for tort liability. That is, if the in- 
jured party chooses to sue only one (or less than all) of those jointly liable for 
his injury, those who are not suéd escape responsibility altogether, and the 
defendant who is sued and who satisfies a judgment against himself has to carry 
the whole load. He cannot sue the others for contribution. 


The proposed uniform act would remedy this and permit contribution actions 
on tort claims the same as in contract cases. To answer specifically some of 
the questions which have been asked about it, the following features of the 
revised act may be mentioned. 


1. There is no right of contribution under the Act by an intentional wrong- 
doer. For instance there would be no contribution among those jointly liable 
for a concerted assault. There is some question whether one who is liable for 
“wanton” injury under the guest statute should have a right of contribution. 
It is believed that wanton acts should be placed in the same category as inten- 
tional acts and that contribution should be denied to the wanton parties. 


2. In determining the pro rate shares of liability the “relative degrees of 
fault” of the tortfeasors shall mot be considered. In other words the compara- 
tive negligence principle is excluded from the act.

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3. Class liability, such as that of master and servant, tenants in common 
of property, members of unincorporated associations, etc., is considered as a 
single share of liability. For example in an action against a truck company 
and its driver, and the operator of a private automobile the driver and his em- 
ployer, for contribution purposes, would together be responsible for one-half 
of the entire liability. Of course the plaintiff may recover satisfaction from any 
one of them for the full amount. 


4. Considerations of equity such as insolvency of a joint tortfeasor, are the 
same as in contract cases. Rights of indemnity are not affected. 


5. Subrogation rights of insurers are protected. 


6. A reasonable statute of limitations is imposed on the bringing of con- 
tribution actions, a careful formula being prescribed for the various situations. 


7. No third party procedure is prescribed. It was thought better to leave 
that to the general procedure of the individual states. If third party procedure 
in Kansas is inadequate for this and other uses, it should be revised. 


8. A settlement and a release or covenant not to sue, given im good faith, 
discharges the settling tortfeasor from any contribution liability to the others 
who may ultimately be compelled to pay a larger amount. This policy was 
chosen to encourage honest settlements which are not collusive. The court may 
inquire into the good faith of the settlement. 

9. A release by one joint tortfeasor does not release the others unless the 
release instrument expressly so provides. Thus the distinction between a re- 
lease and a covenant not to sue is abolished. But the common liability is re- 
duced, of course, by the amount paid by the party released.

ADDRESSES OF WELCOME 


Mayor SCHNELLBACHER: Thank you, Mr. President, and members of the Kansas 
Bar Association, it is always a pleasure for me to represent the citizens of your host city 
and the Capital city of Kansas and extend an official welcome to you people, because I 
know of no other group that is doing so much to move the great State of Kansas forward. 

I had the pleasure the other evening of returning from Chicago with one of the mem- 
bers of the State Bar Association, and if you don’t think he is proud of the Association, 
I will tell you a little story that happened to make you realize how proud he is of his 
profession. 

There had been a conference in Chicago on education and we were in the club room

The other one kind of smiled 
and he said, “That is a coincidence.” He said, “I am married and I have three sons and 
I am a college professor, and all my sons are attorneys.” The third one said, “This is 
really a coincidence. I too am a college professor. 1 am married and I have three sons 
and they are all attorneys.” It came to Fred Stern and he kind of smiled and he said, 
“Gentlemen, I am an attorney, I am not married, I have three sons, and they are all 
college professors.” (Laughter) 

But, you know, life today is kind of like the modern women of today, for putting so 
many false fronts a man never knows what he is up against, and if you don’t think that 
is true, you look at some of the things that are happening in our state. 

I think that you people who serve in the Legislature and in the Senate of our great 
country and state are going to have to do something about it. You know it is easy for 
me to be prejudiced, because I am one of the few people that think if you are prejudiced 
you can form an opinion without putting up facts. I think that is happening a lot, but 
on the serious side, we do want to extend to you an official greeting and say that if any 
of you need any help and assistance, that the Mayor's office is on the other side of the 
City Hall and we are here to serve you, and if there is any trouble that you can get into, 
I am quite sure we have some pretty fine attorneys in the City of Topeka that can get 
you out of jail on bond. So don’t worry about that; but remember that we do have a 
great city here and it belongs to the people of the state, and the great office building, 
we have one of the Board Members that built it, a fellow attorney, and I think he has 
a right to be proud of what he accomplished, one of the members of this great Board. 
Then we have, of course, the great Menninger Foundation, that has given the city of 
Topeka the title as the psychiatric center of the world. We have also the title, and you 
have heard so much about, the city of beautiful trees, and fine churches, and I think you 
will have to agree that Topeka is an outstanding city, and that its fine school programs 
and churches are making it one of the outstanding cities in the United States. 

We are proud that we are the Capital of Kansas and I hope that you people are proud 
of being citizens of Kansas as we are proud to have you here today. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Thank you, Mr. Mayor, for that cordial welcome. I wonder if 
we can't arrange to get out without bond? (Laughter) 

The President of the Topeka Bar will now welcome you to the city. I should say this 
is Warren Shaw, I think you all know him. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT SHAW: Thank you very much, Mr. President. Distinguished guests from 
other states that are here today to attend our Bar Convention, members of the Kansas 
Bar Association, and ladies and gentlemen: As President of the Topeka Bar Association, 
on behalf of its membership I want to say we are very happy that you have chosen 
Topeka as your convention city for 1958.

RESPONSE TO ADDRESSES OF WELCOME 


VICE-PRESIDENT BEALL: Mr. President, members of the Kansas Bar Association, it 
is always a pleasure, I am sure, to come to Topeka to attend these annual meetings. As 
a citizen of one of the smaller communities of this state, which by reason of its small- 
ness is unable to be a host to these conventions, I have always wondered and always been 
amazed at the amount of labor and work and talent that has always gone into the enter- 
tainment for us who are privileged to attend.

Again we thank you very much for this courteous and cordial welcome. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: At this time it is customary to appoint certain committees. The 
first one, I think, is the Rules Committee, and I took the liberty of appointing that com- 
mittee yesterday, and I will ask them if they are ready to report. [Editor’s Note: Ap- 
pointment of Resolutions and Nominating Committees, see post, page 20.] Mr. 
Prager is chairman, Mr. L. W. Reynolds and Glenn Cogswell are on the committee. 


Would you come up, Dave, and make your report please. These are the rules that will 
govern this convention. 


REPORT OF CONVENTION RULES COMMITTEE 


CHAIRMAN PRAGER: Your committee on rules submit the following report: 

1. The order of business shall be the order set out in the printed program; provided, 
however, the President may make such changes as he may deem necessary or expedient. 

2. All members desiring to speak on any question shall first arise and address the 
Chairman, and shall not proceed further until recognized. Before beginning his remarks, 
he shall state clearly his name and residence. 

3. No member shall speak more than once upon the same subject and then not 
exceed five minues, except by consent of the assembly. 

4. All resolutions shall be in writing and shall be referred to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee for recommendation and consideration. 

5. Except as above provided, Robert's Rules of Order shall prevail. 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of the report of the Committee on Rules. (Motion 
seconded and carried.) 


THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 


PRESIDENT EmDSON: As you have been told in the past by many of the presidents 
of our Association that have preceded me, our by-laws provide that the President shall 
at this time make an address at the opening session of the convention. This subject is 
left to his discretion. So here you are. 


To me it seems appropriate that I should report to you of my activity during the year. 
I have heretofore told many of you at our October mid-year meeting about my being 
your Association representative in the House of Delegates of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation at New York and at London. It was in July, 1957, and in August in London. 
Also I have made similar reports by written account in the Bar Journal and the Judicial 
Council Bulletin. Since then I can advise you further that I attended the mid-year meet- 
ing of the American Bar Association in a two-day session of the House of Delegates at 
Atlanta, Georgia, in February. It was a very vigorous session, perhaps the most out- 
standing topic of interest was Judicial Ethics Canon No. 35 that deals with photography 
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in the courtroom. This Bar Association has never taken any stand on that that I know 
of; but after a long lot of speakers at Atlanta on both sides of the question, it was 
decided to table the determination of the validity and perpetuation of the Canon until 
the August meeting of the American Bar Association in Los Angeles next August. Ar- 
ticles on both sides of this question were included in the February, 1958 issue of your 
Bar Journal as you recall. 

It was also my privilege to attend the National Conference of Bar Presidents, a full 
day’s session at New York, and another full day at Atlanta, where Bar Association presi- 
dents exchanged ideas and announced their successes in advancing the administration 
of justice to the activities of their various organizations. 

At these conferences we, John Shuart and I, met the presidents of the Bar Associations, 
and the secretaries from all over the United States. I should remind you that our own 
Executive Secretary, John Shuart, is the Vice-Chairman of the Secretaries of Bar Asso- 
ciations of the United States. I assume he will be President the next period, is that cor- 
rect, John? 

SECRETARY SHUART: I might have to do a little politicing. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: He may have to do a little lobbying and may he have your 
assistance. 


In this manner, by attending these conferences, we pretty well learned all the latest 
ideas that are now prevalent for the successful conduct of Bar Association activities. 

In addition to the above out of state meetings, I was invited to attend the meetings 
of the Missouri Bar Association at Kansas City, Missouri; the Nebraska Bar Association 
at Omaha; and the Oklahoma Bar Association at Oklahoma City, all of which I attended. 

I was likewise invited to the Colorado Bar Association meeting at Colorado Springs, 
but was unable to meet them on account of our mid-year meeting which coincided at 
that time. 


John Shuart was with me at two of these meetings, and we were both very much in- 
terested in watching our neighbors perform. We have the presidents of some of the 
Associations with us at our present convention, and I hope you will make it a point to 
get acquainted with these fine gentlemen and make them feel welcome. I will endeavor 
to present them to you a little later on in the meeting. 


On a state level, I enjoyed visiting the Northwest and the Southwest Bar Association 
meetings and one meeting of the Wichita Bar Association. 

There were five meetings during the year of the officers and Executive Council of 
your Association, four of them at Topeka and one at Wichita. Let me assure you that 
these are not perfunctory get-togethers; rather they were long and thorough in character, 
in meeting and discussing the many serious and pressing questions that constantly arise 
in the handling of a Bar Association such as we are proud to have in Kansas. 

In this connection I want to commend to you our Executive Council members. With- 
out their help, and most efficient help of our capable Executive Secretary, John Shuart, 
and without the help of all the various committees and the various chairmen and com- 
mittee members of all the various committees, it would not have been able to function 
at all effectively. 


From my experience during the past year as your President, and from my many years 
before that on your Executive Council, it is my observation that without doubt Bar 
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Association meetings over the country have ceased being merely social functions, and 
have become more directly to be designed to bring benefits to the membership. 

It is essential that we all here realize that the practice of law is becoming more and 
more complicated. The lawyer desiring to adequately represent his client, and he had 
better feel that way about it or he won't have any clients, must keep constantly up to 
date on statutory regulations, state and national, with the numerous federal and state 
regulations, and with the great mass of rapidly increasing case law. For this, the various 
methods of continuing legal education are most important. Our committee on Legal 
Education, our Legal Institute conducted some very effective meetings during the past 
year, as most of you know, as did the various Bar Associations over the state, and our 
two law schools. These are necessary and worthwhile activities, not only for our State 
Association, but for the whole Bar Association, and I commend them to you in the future. 

Also I strongly recommend to you the books on current subjects prepared by the 
committee on Continuing Legal Education of the American Law Institute collaborating 
with the American Bar Association. Their address is 133 South 36th Street, Philadelphia 
4, Pennsylvania. I am giving you that now so that when it appears in the magazine, in 
case you wish to write for any of these documents, that you may have the address from 
your Bar Journal, your August Journal, where all these proceedings will be published. 
They can be obtained by writing to the address that I gave you. 

Also a worthwhile publication put out by this group is “The Practicing Lawyer” 
magazine for the general practitioner. 

At this our annual meeting you will observe your Program Committee has some 
very interesting educational subjects which are to be presented to you. 

Your Program Committee has spent much time in preparing this for your edification 
and education and interest, and I am sure you are going to enjoy them. 

The report of our Executive Secretary and the committee reports which will follow 
this will inform you more in detail about the activities of your Association during the 
past year. 

I want to speak now briefly of the year ahead. 

Our Association has approved by actual vote of approximately five to one the Con- 
stitutional Amendment for the tenure and selection of judges which will be before the 
electorate for decision in November. 

In this connection, you should be advised that the curative resolution passed by the 
special session of our State Legislature fixed up the defects referred to in the opinion 
of the Attorney General John Anderson. Of this we are sure because he has stated that 
he has nothing to complain about further. Since this amendment is so strongly supported 
by such a large majority of our membership, I urge that each of you in your respective 
communities speak up for the amendment on every available occasion, to individuals, to 
civic clubs, to meetings, the League of Women Voters, wherever it is possible to get 
a hearing on this most vital subject. Justice Hugo Wedell will address this convention 
on this subject at our closing meeting on Saturday morning next. He has the most con- 
vincing arguments in and knowledge of the importance of your every effort and support 
of the amendment. I most respectfully urge that you make it a point to hear him Sat- 
urday. That address we expect to have published too, which will give you all of the 
potent points I think coming from him, a Past Justice of the Supreme Court, his pro- 
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nouncements will be of the utmost importance and if we can have them before us when 
we make an address wherever it is possible for us to make them, we can quote him, 
we can say they were made by a man of experience and who knows and who is in a 
position to understand thoroughly the worthwhile nature of this Constitutional Amend- 
ment. 

I also want to call your attention to a very worthwhile meeting of the American Bar 
Association that will be held in St. Louis from June 11th to June 14th next. You will 
be fully repaid in attending that meeting, both from an educational and entertainment 
standpoint. My administration, through the help of John Shuart in our office, we have 
been active in the planning and promotion of this occasion, mailing out literature and 
helping in every way we could to make this mid-year meeting of the American Bar at 
St. Louis a very great success. Kansas is one of the states that is responsible for making 
it such a success, and they hope to have at least a thousand members of the Bar in 
attendance at that meeting. 

In closing I want to thank particularly all of you committee members for your earnest 
and conscientious work in the line of your respective endeavors, and I speak for the fol- 
loing administrations in the same continuing efforts. (Applause) 

The next matter on our agenda is the report of the Executive Secretary and recom- 
mendations of the Executive Council which will be given to you by John Shuart, our 
industrious and hard working Executive Secretary. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 


SECRETARY SHUART: President Eidson, fellow members and guests, as I studied my 
past reports to you at the annual meetings in preparation for this report, I had the dis- 
tinct feeling that you may have heard me say similar things from year to year, and the 
fact that I do address a Barletter to you monthly does mean that you hear from me rather 
frequently. I do try, and I will try in this report, to be no more repetitious than is nec- 
essary. 

It is the function of your Executive office to handle the financial and administrative 
affairs of the Association and therefore it is in order to report on the financial status 
of your Association and where we stand in membership. During the past year—in other 
words since April 25, 1957, up to today—our total receipts have been $47,307.94. During 
that period our disbursements have been $45,271.62. At the time of my report at the 
last annual meeting our balance on deposit was $18,108.91, and today it is $20,391.32. 
To those who might say that we are making money, I would point out that this Asso- 
ciation year has been roughly 54 weeks and in 1957 I reported a lesser balance on hand 
than we had the prior year, but that was a short year. 

A complete report was submitted to the Executive Council yesterday and was ap- 
proved as submitted. This report is attached hereto and becomes a part hereof. 

The Association’s books are audited annually on May Ist, and this was made last year 
by the firm of Garrison and Gresser of Topeka. 

The fact that we are holding our own and keeping in the black is indicative of the 
expansion we are currently enjoying. At the same time we are adding additional services 
and keeping up with the still “hard” market as far as materials and labor is concerned. 
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This is due to one thing. Our membership continues to rise. This year as we enter the 
convention we have 1,469 paid memberships. Last year we had 1,335 at this time. Last 
year we ended up with 1,741 paid memberships which was the first time we had ex- 
ceeded 1,700 and this compares with a 1956 total of 1,653. This year we are going to 
do better and it should be remembered that as we sign up new members we are insuring 
additional beneficial services. 

The activities of the various standing and special committees will be disclosed through 
their reports to follow; and I will report primarily upon the activities of your Association 
office. I am aware through frequent contact with the committee chairmen of their efforts 
on behalf of the Association and indirectly the entire Kansas Bar; and I am glad that 
we have been able to provide through our facilities clerical and other kinds of assistance. 
I believe that I can correctly state that we have offered all desired assistance. This is 
due to excellent office employees and an understanding wife. 

In the last year’s report I stated that the “Kansas Plan” for the non-political selection 
of Justices had been passed and we were looking forward to the November, 1958 election 
and a vote of Kansans upon the proposal, realizing fully that it was going to be necessary 
to embark upon an educational campaign to insure that each voter in the state under- 
stood how our present system would be changed should the plan be adopted and the 
points recommending such a change. We had hoped that all was prepared for the vote, 
but last week it became necessary to again go to the legislature and the matter is now 
again ready for consideration by the public. If there are certain little details undone that 
you notice at this convention it is because our timetable in preparing for the meeting 
was somewhat upset. This is not to detract from the fine effort the Topeka Bar Asso- 
ciation has made to set up this meeting and President Warren Shaw, and his predecessor 
Barton Griffith, along with the convention chairman, Bill Gray. They have spent many 
hours in insuring that your visit to Topeka will be an enjoyable and memorable one. 
Their wives have enthusiastically arranged to entertain your wives. 

From time to time you have received communications about the various insurance 
plans which have been approved and made available to the members of the Association 
on a group basis. The question is raised occasionally and I think it should be pointed 
out that these mailings and the expense thereof is on the insurance carriers. The only 
reason, of course, for approving these plans in the first place was to make available to 
you at attractive rates insurance which for some of you might not be obtainable. Once 
the minimum number of insured members has been reached then all members will be 
in a position to apply. 

This year legal institutes were held in two cities and it is hoped that in the future 
this may be expanded to include additional cities, each year. Legal institutes are a most 
important function of our bar association and they provide for the members a.real “bread 
and butter” service. They have, in addition, the advantage of pointing out to the public 
that the attorney is interested in keeping up with new decisions and in the fields of the 
law which are not ordinarily involved in routine practice. Your Association office will 
continue to facilitate an increasing number of legal institutes. 

Over the country for the first time this year “Law Day” was observed on May 1. The 
results and degree to which local bar associations over the state participated in this day 
are yet to be fully assessed by your Association office, but the preliminary reports indi- 
cate that Kansas actively participated in this day proclaimed by President Eisenhower, 
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Governor Docking, the ABA, your State Bar Association, and many local mayors, and 
local bar associations. With the experience of this year to base next year’s plan upon, 
we will be able to design a well executed recognition of the day again and point out to 
the public the part the law has to play in the lives of Americans and people of the 
world, and the part that we, as members of the bar, nourish and sustain to insure that 
the principle of “Living under the Law” is maintained and expanded. 

During the past year your Association has gone forward with the appropriate leader- 
ship in arranging for a memorial to Judge Arthur Mellott. You, as members, have 
responded more than adequately, and this memorial and the placing of a portrait of 
Judge Mellott in the U. S. District Court Room will be held on Tuesday, June 3, in 
Kansas City, at 2 p.m. An additional memorial will be made in the name of Judge 
Mellott in the Kansas Bar Foundation so that as this worthy endeavor expands over the 
years he will be remembered. 

Again, through this year of advance and expansion, I have appreciated the opportunity 
of serving as your Executive Secretary. Thank you. (Applause)

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Next on the agenda will be a report of the Editor of the Bar 
Journal, Franklin Corrick. (Applause) 
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REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF THE BAR JOURNAL 


EDITOR CORRICK: Mr. President, members of the Association, and our out-of-state 
guests. After the two excellently delivered and comprehensive reports of our President 
Eidson and Executive Secretary John Shuart, there appears to be little need for me to 
take up too much time and I shall try not to repeat anything that they have covered in 
their reports. 

Since my last report to the Association at the annual meeting in Wichita, we have 
printed four issues for a total of 440 pages of the BAR JOURNAL. Of these four quarterly 
issues (they do not run by the calendar or by the fiscal year, due to the fact that our 
meeting falls early in May) three were published in 1957, and the last in February, 1958. 
There is an increasing number of pages. It has been the practice, and I think a good 
practice, of this Association to print the complete text of all of the committee reports 
at the annual meeting in the BAR JOURNAL. I think that is an excellent practice, but 
sometimes it causes our August issue to be larger than usual. This last year we ran 
about forty pages over the average volume size, which is 400 pages. 


Each issue contains a considerable diversity or variety of subject matter. While there 
are many articles on the same subject, such as probate law and real property, motor 
vehicles, and so forth, there is very little repetition of the points covered. This was dem- 
onstrated by the publication of the first cumulative index of the first 22 volumes in 
the May 1954 BAR JOURNAL; and since the adoption of this uniform plan, we keep our 
index to each annual volume keyed to that 1954 index. Now it is much easier to dis- 
cover any duplicating material and eliminate it, where we think that is necessary. Of 
course, there are some intentional duplications of material in the JOURNAL. One ex- 
ample of this is the law list approved by the standing committee of the American Bar 
Association. Last year (1957) we did not reprint the ABA law list and legal directory 
because there was no new material added to those lists of the previous year. However, 
it now appears that there is good reason for printing of these lists every year because it 
may be unethical for lawyers to permit their names to be printed in unapproved lists 
or legal directories. This year’s American Bar Association’s approved law list was printed 
in the February, 1958 JOURNAL, which you have already received. 

Another intentional duplicating of material which I thought you might be interested 
in was student contributions relative to a tort question concerning the right of an infant 
to recover for pre-natal injury. There are two case notes on this subject which appeared 
in the November, 1949 JOURNAL, at pages 150 and 159. One was written by a law 
student of the University of Kansas, and the other one was written by a Washburn 
University law student. The question of what to do with them was decided, I think, 
diplomatically by printing both of them and calling attention by notes to the duplication. 
So far no one has objected to this particular procedure, but the same problem has never 
come up since and probably never will. 

Such novel cases as a person injured before he is born calls attention to the great 
strides which the medical profession has made in prolonging life. In a recent speech 
before a Topeka civic club, the Executive Secretary of the Kansas Medical Society told 
about the brilliant record which the medical profession has made, and is making, in 
conquering diseases which have long plagued the human race up until comparatively 
recent times. Of course, that is primarily a job of doctors and not lawyers; but he closed 
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with one statement which I shall never forget. He said that doctors could conquer these 
diseases, but they could not prevent by themselves alone, they could not prevent the 
deaths caused by wars or by motor vehicular traffic on highways. To reduce these causes 
of death, he said, will require the cooperation and best efforts of everyone. And then 
that brought to mind some of the things that have appeared in the BAR JOURNAL since 
1954. 

In the February, 1955 BAR JOURNAL we published an article on traffic courts, and 
reprints of that were delivered to every member of the Legislature and many others. 
In February, 1957 the BAR JOURNAL contained a 30-page symposium on motor vehicular 
traffic accidents and liability. This consisted of six reports and recommendations for 
legislation, and a comprehensive bibliography on that subject. Both of these issues were 
published while the Kansas Legislature was in session. Each emphasized the shocking 
number of deaths caused by speeding motor cars and asked the Legislature to do some- 
thing about it. Something was done about it. The 1957 Legislature enacted a new speed 
limit statute and a new financial and safety responsibility act. Since then the Kansas 
traffic fatalities are reported to have been reduced by about 119, or 543 deaths as com- 
pared with 662 for the previous year. Enforcement of this law commenced on April 
13, 1957. The new financial responsibility and safety Act did not take effect until 
January 1, 1958. It should further help reduce traffic fatalities. The Kansas legislative 
council may recommend some changes in other statutes, such as “Rules of the Road.” 

Of course we cannot claim credit for saving those lives, but we can take credit, I 
believe, for calling attention to the large number of injuries on the highways and asking 
that something be done about it. 

Mr. President, I could review some of the highlights of the various articles that have 
appeared in the last four issues of the BAR JOURNAL, such as joint tenancy, the Bar 
Foundation creation or incorporation, the meeting of the American Bar Association in 
London, annual meeting reports, courtroom photography, trial of a negligent action, 
income taxes, and Social Security. But I will not attempt that at this time except to say 
that the work embodied in those reports and articles represents much work of many of 
the members of this Association on questions of vital interest to the profession. 

Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT EDSON: Thank you, Franklin Corrick. I am sure you all know that our 
excellent BAR JOURNAL has a high reputation throughout the country and is a very 
worthwhile activity of our Bar Association. 


APPOINTMENT OF CONVENTION COMMITTEES 


Just before the “Report of the Convention Rules Committee” a short time ago, I 
neglected to announce the appointment of two other necessary committees for the con- 
vention. On the Resolutions Committee I will appoint James Taylor, chairman, Arthur 
Hudson and Dallas Knapp. 

On the Nominating Committee I appoint Warren Shaw, chairman, J. G. Sommers 
and James McKay. 

Will they please make their reports at the Saturday meeting of this general session 
of the convention? 

The report of the Committee on Local Bar Associations has been filed and will be 
published in the Bar Journal. 
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LOCAL BAR ASSOCIATIONS 


The Committee on Local Bar Associations reports that with the able assistance of 
Mr. John W. Shuart, Executive Secretary of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas, 
it has continued the annual merit awards for local associations which the state association 
has been granting for a number of years. The current awards cover the period January 
1, 1957, to December 31, 1957, and will be made to the three outstanding local bar 
associations, one in each of the following classes: 

(a) Areas with less than 20,000 population 

(b) Areas with 20,000 to 100,000 population 

(c) Areas with 100,000 and over 


The winners of these awards will be made known and the presentations will occur 
during the annual meeting of the state association. 


The Committee met during the Mid-Year State Bar Association meeting, October 18, 
1957, at which time a number of local association problems were considered. 


Local Association reporting forms, on which the merit awards are based, were re- 
viewed and modified to the extent of indicating thereon for the benefit of the local 
reporting officer the relative importance of the information supplied and the grading 
system used. It is recognized that in many instances the reporting forms fall into new 
hands each year and it is believed that in the future the forms or the substance thereof 
should go forward earlier in the year covered to provide an inducement to local asso- 
ciation presidents to carry out programs leading toward awards. 


The Committee further considered the feasibility of greater utilization of local asso- 
ciations as a vehicle through which the state association can reach its members in carry- 
ing out projects as well as providing for discussion of current problems. The state asso- 
ciation is necessarily limited in the number of its meetings whereas local associations 
can and do meet with some frequency. Assignment of local association presidents to 
the state committee on local bar associations might provide a stronger connecting link. 


Consideration was given also to the desirability of furnishing local associations through 
its president a manual or handbook of materials relative to organization, type programs, 
state association services available such as film library, speakers bureau, pamphlets and 
the like. Other state association committees might want to avail themselves of space 
in such a handbook. Consideration should also be given to the adoption of a form which 
would lend itself to correction and revision. 


The Committee feels that the entire matter of increased state and local association 
coordination should be given further study. Therefore no specific recommendations 
calling for the action of the state association are made at this time.

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AWARDS OF MERIT TO LOCAL BAR ASSOCIATIONS 


CHAIRMAN Davis: Mr. President and members of the Association, the committee 
appointed by the Executive Council to make awards to the Local Bar Associations for 
the past year has reviewed the awards so presented. As you know, the Bar Association 
annually makes the awards to the outstanding Local Bar Associations, and there are 
three classes in which the awards are made: Counties of 100,000 and over in population; 
counties of 20,000 to 100,000 population; and counties under 20,000 population. 


These awards are based on reports made by the Local Bar Associations to the State 
Bar Association office and reviewed by the committee and are awarded by the Council 
when merited. 


This year the Executive Council of the Bar Association on recommendation of the 
committee, has approved the awarding of merit awards to the following: Class 1—Coun- 
ties of 100,000 and over in population—to the Wichita Bar Association.

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HISTORICAL COMMITTEE—50-YEAR AWARDS 


CHAIRMAN KNAPP: Mr. Eidson, President of the Bar Association, distinguished 
guests and members of this Bar Association of the State of Kansas, since our meeting in 
Wichita a year ago, twenty-one names have been found of lawyers living in Kansas who 
have been continuously in the practice for a half century. These names have been as- 
sembled from the Supreme Court records and other records in the State, of the admission 
to the Bar of the various members who have attained that distinction. Few there are in- 
deed, if you go over the list of lawyers who have been admitted during the past fifty 
years, who are still in the active practice and who have been continuously in the active 
practice for that period of time. 

Upon the recommendation of the Executive Council of the Bar Association of the 
State of Kansas, certificates have been prepared for delivery and I have the honor to 
present them at this time. If there are any of this list of twenty-one who are not here, 
our Secretary will send it to the President of the Local Bar Association for delivery at 
their home. 

As I read the list of names will you please come forward and stand here so all the 
boys can see you. B. F. Alford, Wichita; Roy A. Cox, Augusta; R. E. Coughlin, Paola; 
Eugene W. Grant, El Dorado; Adam B. Keller, Pittsburg; Alf M. Landon, Topeka; 
Clifton A. Spencer, Oakley; M. V. B. Van De Mark, Concordia; Frank L. Bates, Kansas 
City; Harry A. Gaskill, Liberal; Frank J. Horton, Goodland; John H. Connaughton, Pro- 
tection; Edward H. Coughlin, Paola; Clarence G. Dennis, Sublette; A. R. Lamb, Coffey- 
ville; Otto R. Souders, Wichita; Ray H. Tinder, Wichita; J. W. Baird, Kansas City, Kan- 
sas; Raymond F. Rice, Lawrence; Samuel E. Bartlett, Wichita; and L. M. Resler, Pitts- 
burg.

The next report is Prospective Legislation Committee, John Murray. Senator, will 
you come forward please. 


PROSPECTIVE LEGISLATION 


CHAIRMAN Murray: President Eidson and members of the Bar: Your Committee 
on Prospective Legislation had no suggestions for the mid-year meeting at Wichita and 
as general legislation could not be considered at the 1958 Budget Session of the Legis- 
lature, the committee did not function during the Budget Session, except to keep a 
watchful eye on the matter of extending the sales tax to professional services. 

During the Special Session of the Legislature it was generally agreed among the 
members that only emergency matters should be considered and consequently no matters 
looking to the improvement of civil procedure were considered and the question of ex- 
tending sales tax to include professional services was not seriously considered, so again 
your committee on Prospective Legislation simply took the position of watching and 
waiting. Although no formal meeting of the committee was held, most of the members 
expressed themselves that if all services were to be included in sales tax, then legal fees 
should not be excepted. 


During the Special Session of the Legislature the question of proper submission of 
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Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 4 (Selection of Supreme Court Justices) was raised, 
and through the work of several members of the committee—and particularly Wilford 
Riegle, Paul Wunsch, James W. Porter, and your President, Mr. O. B. Eidson, the Senate 
Journal was corrected so that this amendment can be properly submitted to the voters 
in the General Election of 1958. There will be a report by one of the other committees, 
which will probably cover this subject; however, your committee does endorse the 
amendment on the selection of Supreme Court Justices and urges that each and every 
member prepare himself so that he may be in a position to inform those who are not 
members of our profession of the need for such change in the selection of Supreme 
Court Justices. 

The following propositions have been submitted to your committee for further study: 

1. The Model Fiduciary Securities Transfer Act. 

2. Proposition to amend the constitution on ownership of property by unincorporated 
religious associations, which, of course, has been studied by various Prospective Legisla- 
tion Committees in the past, but was not included as a constitutional amendment to be 
voted upon in 1958 because the Legislature took the position that the selection of judges, 
water amendment, and right-to-work were of greater importance. 

A matter that your Committee does call to your attention is the proposed reappor- 
tionment of Judicial Districts throughout the state, which is only a proposal at the 
present time to the Legislative Council by the Judiciary Committee of said Council, 
which all Judges and practicing attorneys should study. It is set out in the May issue 
of the Kansas Government Journal. We do suggest that you contact the Judiciary Com- 
mittee of the Legislative Council concerning the proposed judicial reapportionment, 
which will affect most of the members of the bar and judiciary. 

The Kansas Commission on Constitutional Revision is making a study of the Kansas 
Constitution and will be making recommendations concerning various aspects of the 
constitution, and it is suggested that if you have any suggestions for change, that you 
communicate such suggestions to W. E. Sandelius, Chairman, Kansas Commission on 
Constitutional Revision, Lawrence, Kansas. 

Your committee likewise invites your suggestions for improvement of civil procedure 
in Kansas.

PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 


The committee met in Wichita at the Mid-Year Committee Members’ Meeting, Octo- 
ber 18, 1957, a report of which meeting has heretofore been made and published in the 
November 1957 issue of the Journal. Five informal opinions and two formal opinions 
were rendered, one of which, No. 10, has since been approved by the Supreme Court. 
These opinions are also published in that ssue of the Journal.

Several cases have been referred to local 
bar organizations for investigation and necessary action. There have been no recom- 
mendations for disciplinary action made by this committee since the last meeting.

MEMORIALS 


CHAIRMAN GARVIN: President Eidson, Secretary Shuart, members of the Bar, I 
have been making a report of the lawyers who have deceased in the preceding year for 
quite a while and I want to tell you if they raise the postage rate as Congress is proposing 
to do, I would like for you to help me out a little bit on the postage and mail me the 
obituaries of the lawyers that die. You don’t know what a help that has been to your 
committee to receive reports from you lawyers and to have the obituatries of the lawyers 
who have passed away in the preceding year. It relieves our difficulties quite a bit. 


And so I will read the report that we have for this year. There are thirty-five lawyers 
which we have reports on that have died since the last meeting of the Bar. Many of 
them were outstanding lawyers of the state. 

The Memorial Committee is sorry to report that there have been thirty-five deaths of 
lawyers since our last annual meeting. We are not confining our report of deaths to 
those who were members of the Kansas Bar Association but are also listing the names 
of lawyers who may not have been members at the time of their deaths. If we have 
inadvertently omitted the name of a deceased lawyer, we will appreciate the cooperation 
of the members in supplying us with such information.

I might say that as far as we have been able, as we have done in previous years, we have 
collected a brief history of each one of these deceased members of the Bar which I have 
here in my little black book, and I want to say it will be easier for you to get your name 
in this little black book than it will be for me to get the information on which to report. 
I am going to read one of the reports, it is on a veteran lawyer who died at the age of 
eighty, it is Judge Charles E. Vance. I think practically every lawyer in Kansas knew him. 

(Reading) “One of Kansas’ most noted Judges, a distinguished Garden Citian, former 
District Judge Charles E. Vance, died early this morning at St. Catherine Hospital. He 
had been a patient there for several days following a fall at his home, 609 North 6th 
Street. He was eighty years old. Vance was a member of the Garden City law firm of 
Hutchinson, Vance, Fleming, Fleming & Vance. His son, Bert, of Garden City, was 
associated with his father in the law office. Judge Vance last January observed his 50th 
anniversary as a member of the Kansas Bar. He had practiced law here for half a cen- 
tury following his admittance to the Bar on January 23, 1908. For eight years, 1919 to 
1927, he was District Judge, serving a nine-county area. On his anniversary Judge Vance 
recalled that he covered much of his circuit by horse and buggy. During his tenure, the 
District was reduced from nine counties to seven. He was born May 21, 1878, in Pithing- 
ham, Illinois.” I am afraid that is Eppingham, Illinois. Now I can’t lay that on my 
secretary if it is wrong. 

“Three sons survive: Bert of Garden City, Charles of Liberal, both attorneys, and 
Arthur, an engineer who resides in Cranberry, New Jersey. Mrs. Vance died in February, 
1957. Funeral services were held in the chapel by Reverend Forrest Smitson, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, and he was buried in Valley View cemetery.” 

Now you can see, folks, how helpful it would be if you would send us obituaries that 
you can clip from your newspapers. Mr. Shuart here, our Secretary, he takes the clipping, 
but he only sends us the names of the deceased and where he lived and sometimes when 
he died, and so we have to write then and get the record, in order to incorporate a fair 
history of the individuals and some of these times I am going to have to put some of 
your names in here, and I don’t want to have to leave our the obituary. Thank you. 
(Applause) 

PRESIDENT EDSON: I don’t think we want to get into your book, Judge. I am sorry 
Doug isn’t here to make a comment about that. 

The next item on the agenda is the Legal Education and Admissions report, which 
has been filed and will be published in the Bar Journal. 
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LEGAL EDUCATION AND ADMISSIONS 


A meeting of the Committee on Legal Education and Admission to the Bar was held 
at Wichita on October 18, 1957, in connection with the Mid-Year meeting of the 
Association. Before the meeting, the chairman had circulated among members of the 
Committee certain matters which might come before the Committee for discussion. 
While urgent other business prevented several members from attending the gathering 
and Mr. R. A. Hickey was prevented from being at the meeting by a sudden attack of 
influenza (whether Asian or American is not known). Mssrs. Eberhardt, White, Ban- 
non and Jackson were present. Most of the absent members had expressed their views 
of the matters before the Committee by mail before the day of the meeting. 

The Committee spent considerable time in general discussion of the Recommendations 
of the American Bar Association relative to Bar Examiners and Bar Examinations. It 
was the unanimous view of all present at the meeting, as well as those who discussed 
the matter by mail, that the provisions of the Rules of the Supreme Court and the per- 
tinent statute should be changed to eliminate the apparent possibility of studying law in 
an office. It is the understanding of the Committee, that while a number of applicants 
have made some attempt to prepare for the Bar by this method, only two applicants have 
actually been admitted after this type of preparation in the period of the last seventeen 
years. Thus, the preparation for the Bar by simply reading Jaw is not only an unsatis- 
factory method of study, but the applicants are encouraged <o futilely waste time and 
money in an attempt to follow such program. The Committee is unanimous in its posi- 
tion that the rules of the Court be amended to clearly eliminate the possibility of being 
admitted to the Bar by reading law in an office. The Committee is of the opinion that 
if the above change were made, the rules for the study of law and the Bar Examination 
in Kansas would comply with or exceed the recommendations of the American Bar 
Association. 

It was also suggested that the Supreme Court might further lengthen the time between 
the end of the Bar Examination and the announcing of results of the Examination. 

The Committee discussed in general the prospective workings of the seven-year edu- 
cational program in legal education which is now effective for all students beginning 
the study of law in Kansas. 

After the Mid-Year meeting at Wichita, there has been some correspondence among 
the members of the Committee, but no change in the objectives of the committee as 
proposed at said meeting. 

Your chairman must admit that up to the present time he has been able to bring the 
consensus of the views of the committee to the attention of the Supreme Court in a 
casual manner. However, certain recent events may enable your chairman to again bring 
these matters to the ear of the Court.

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PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


Mr. HENSHALL: Thank you, President Eidson, the only thing I have to say is that 
I wish to thank the members of my committee who aided and helped me in this matter 
and particularly I wish to thank Mr. Shuart for his excellent cooperation and assistance 
in helping us get this program in shape for you. I also wish to express my appreciation to 
the Association at large and the Executive Council for following through on our sug- 
gestion that we see if we could get these gentlemen from New York, Mr. Gair and Mr. 
Berman, to come and put on a trial sequence for us along the line of sequence that they 
put on in Phoenix, I believe it was, a year ago this time. I am looking forward to this 
and I am also looking forward to the program in.the seminars this afternoon. I urge 
you to attend them, I think we have prepared a program of general interest to the Bar 
at large, and I hope we can be of service to you. Thank you. (Applause) 


PRESIDENT EDSON: That committee deserves a big hand for its hard work to get 
a program of this sort, and you should see the amount of correspondence that has come 
to my attention, they even sent me copies now and then, and I know they did a lot of 
work that I don’t know anything about, so I think they are to be congratulated, and 
that is the matter of continuing legal education of which I spoke to you in my Presi- 
dent’s address. It is very important for Bar meetings to have programs of this kind to 
make them worthwhile. The committee reports are very important, but the section 
meetings are the meat of the program and will be better attended I am sure. 

The next report on the agenda is the Public Relations Committee, Judge Jerome 
Harman of Columbus, Chairman. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


JupGE HARMAN: President Eidson, probably the most significant new program of 
the year in the field of public relations has been the observance of “Law Day U. S. A.”, 
proclaimed by the Presdent of the United States and endorsed by the American Bar 
Association and our association. Governor Docking and many Kansas mayors also joined 
in issuing proclamations on this event. This has been a great opportunity for us to 
proudly link our profession to a reaffirmance of our American belief in a system of 
individual freedom under the rule of law. Our association has assisted in making this 
event a success and it is to be hoped this may become an annual event. Many local bar 
associations have presented programs of various types throughout the state. Time has 
not permitted full reports on these activities to be assembled, but these may be included 
in this report as printed in the August Bar Journal. 

The question of courtroom photography continues to challenge our interest and study. 
We cannot meet challenges of this character with a negativistic approach. Your com- 
mittee recommends that proponents of a modification in Canon No. 35 be given a full 
Opportunity to present their material before the membership of the association including 
actual experience and excerpts of films made in court proceedings in other states. Our 
February Bar Journal contained excellent articles on both sides of the question. The most 
recent experiment in courtroom photography in Kansas was conducted in the Barton 
county district court. 
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During the year a new pamphlet on Adoption has been published. Based on the initial 
demand, particularly from lay agencies concerned with child placement, this may prove 
to be one of the most popular of those issued by the association. For maximum effective- 
ness, a more widespread distribution remains a problem. Pamphlet racks are available 
from Association headquarters at cost. During the past year thousands of pamphlets 
have been distributed through local bar associations, banks, insurance companies, police 
departments and, very encouragingly, an increasing number of lawyers’ offices. Most 
other state bar associations make a charge for these but we still have been making them 
available free of charge as part of the public relations program. 

The Bar-Press Award was authorized for another year, to be presented at the Mid- 
Year October meeting. The 1957 award went to Jim Reed and the Topeka Daily Capital 
for a series of twelve articles on the judicial system in Kansas. Copies of these, which 
ate available from the Association office, would be valuable to groups such as The 
League of Women Voters. We should give encouragement to our local newspapermen 
to write similar articles and editorials. 

Three new films have been added to the film library. Of particular interest to mem- 
bers of the medical profession are those entitled “The Medical Witness” and “The Doctor 
Defendant”, produced jointly by the American Medical Association and the American 
Bar Association. The full list is as follows: 

“WITH BENEFIT OF COUNSEL”—A day in the life of an attorney, education 
background and professional services illustrated. 15 minutes. 

“BASIC COURT PROCEDURE”—Different steps in the trying of a case explained 
as well as description of physical surroundings and personnel. 11 minutes. 

“THE SUPREME COURT’—Function of U. S. Supreme Court as an appellate court 
explained. Matter traced from state to Washington, D. C. 10 minutes. 

“DEDICATION TO JUSTICE’—A pictorial story of the functions of the organized 
bar in America telling how the bar is meeting its responsibilities to the public and the 
legal profession. 34 minutes. 

“THE MEDICAL WITNESS”—A film depicting the right and wrong way of cross 
examining a doctor who is an expert medical witness. 30 minutes. 

“THE DOCTOR DEFENDANT’—Film shows examples of situations in whick 
doctors may become subject to malpractice actions. 30 minutes. 

“YOUR CAREER IN LAW”—An excellent film for high school seniors and civic 
groups. Film describes length of time and education of lawyer and shows many types 
of problems which lawyers are trained to solve. 30 minutes. 

These films are in constant use and as better films are available our film library will 
be expanded. 

In 1953, as part of this committee’s report, the recommendation was made that the 
Association study the feasibility of entering the field of clients’ security or indemnity 
funds. This evoked spirited discussion and the recommendation was not adopted. It is 
now noted that the Board of Governors of the ABA at its Atlanta meeting this spring 
authorized President Rhyne to appoint a five-member committee to explore the feasibility 
of the legal profession establishing a clients’ security or indemnity fund similar to that 
in existence in England, and some other countries, for many years. It is anticipated that 
the committee will report at the annual meeting of the ABA in Los Angeles in August.

The Citizenship Committee report has been filed by Mr. D. Arthur Walker, Chairman, 
for publication in the Bar Journal. 


CITIZENSHIP 


The Citizenship Committee during the past year has encouraged the various local 
bar associations to take an active part in Naturalization proceedings throughout the 
State and to assist in making such proceedings an event of real importance and not a 
trivial informal affair. 

Your committee also took part in the National Observance of Law Day throughout 
the State and assisted in getting appropriate programs carried out and numerous radio, 
television and newspaper items brought to the attention of the public. 

The work of keeping the public informed of the importance of safeguarding our legal 
system is something that requires constant attention and it is hoped that in the succeed- 
ing years more and more attention will be given to activities such as Law Day and similar 
programs.

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The report of the Unauthorized Practice of Law Committee, I 
am advised, has been filed with the Secretary and will be published in the Bar Journal. 


UNAUTHORIZED PRACTICE OF LAW 


Like the same committee of The American Bar Association, our Committee is charged 
with the duty of discovering unauthorized practice of law by laymen and by agencies 
and the participation of attorneys therein; of devising methods for the prevention thereof, 
and of endeavoring, by appropriate actions and methods, to eliminate unauthorized 
practices. 

Actually, few complaints have been received since the last annual meeting of the 
Association by your Committee concerning unauthorized practice of law. Your Com- 
mittee desires to invite your attention to the last annual report of this Committee and 
particularly its recommendation that instances of unauthorized practice of the law be 
reported by the members of the Association to this Committee. When the members of 
the Association, as a whole, are alert to the dangers of unauthorized practice of the law 
and make report thereof, this Committee will be able to increase its usefulness to the 
Association. 


As an aid to reporting complaints concerning the unauthorized practice of law, the 
Committee and the Executive Secretary have worked out a form which will be dis- 
eributed to the membership in a subsequent BARLETTER. This form will be designed 
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to furnish data concerning the person or firm against whom the complaint is made, 
whether it is a bank or banker, collection agency, real estate broker or salesman, notary 
public, abstracter, accountant, insurance agent, or others. The nature of the complaint 
must be specified, whether it relates to the drafting of legal papers, the giving of legal 
advice for compensation or remuneration, appearing in court, or other type of unauthor- 
ized practice. 

At the same time, all available evidence to support the complaint should be furnished, 
including the names of any persons having knowledge of the matter, the general reputa- 
tion of the alleged violator, any past history of the person or firm which bears on the 
matter, and other pertinent information. 

It is the hope of the Committee that when you receive this letter, you will make use 
of this form to report matters which should have the study and attention of the Com- 
mittee. 

Exemplary of the public good that may flow from the efforts of an alert and informed 
committee is the case of State ex rel., v. Schmitt, 174 Kan. 581, 258 P.2d 228, wherein 
the so-called “National Pure Trust Service,” in an original quo warranto proceeding, 
was held to have been unlawfully engaging in the practice of law in Kansas and ousted 
and enjoined therefrom. Similar results were obtained against the same firm in Colorado 
through the efforts of their Unauthorized Practice of Law Committee (People v. Schmitt, 
126 Colo. 546, 251 P.2d 915.) 

The continued and far-reaching effects of such proceedings is demonstrated by the 
recent case of Elmer Irvin Trust v. Commissioner, 29 TC__, No. 91, CCH Dec. 22,841, 
decided Feb. 14, 1958, holding that a so-called “Pure Trust” would for tax purposes be 
treated as a corporation. This case represents an interesting outgrowth of the activities 
of our Committee on Unauthorized Practice of Law, headed by C. W. Hughes, of Dodge 
City, in connection with the quo warranto proceeding above mentioned. It also dem- 
onstrates that when the Bar acts to stamp out unauthorized practice, it is not acting in 
the selfish interests of the profession, but in the best interests of the public at large. 

Further complaint was received this year concerning the practices of a collection 
agency in Hays called Kansas Mutual Credit Association, which by its letterhead is 
described as an affiliate of American Mutual Credit Association, Inc. In an initial letter 
to a debtor, this firm left the inference that a credit directory would be distributed in 
which the debtor would be listed as a bad credit risk unless he made the payments de- 
mandeJ. In a follow-up letter, the debtor was warned that he would have to pay at- 
torney’s fees unless his account was paid within the period of the dead-line given and 
then, finally, a follow-up demand in affidavit form, apparently prepared to look like a 
summons, was used. Much of the language in this instrument appeared to be taken 
from a summons form. 

Upon receipt of this complaint, the Committee contacted Simon Roth, Jr., County 
Attorney of Ellis County, who immediately contacted the firm and gained its agreement 
to desist in the use of any forms which tended to infringe upon the practice of the law. 
The result was that this firm ceased to use its “Demand Notice to Debtor” and at last 
report was using a form of notice of indebtedness which amounted to a simple verifica- 
tion of the indebtedness. 

Another complaint concerned the report that the State Real Estate Board, in its ex- 
aminations for applicants for brokers’ or salesmen’s licenses, as authorized by G. S. 1949, 
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67-1008, was requiring the applicants to draw contracts for the sale of real estate. About 
1300 examinations were given by this Board during the past year. However, upon in- 
vestigation, it was determined that the examinees were not required to draft contracts 
themselves but were simply given a factual situation and, using this information, they 
were required to fill in a standard real estate sales contract form. 

Another matter investigated by the Committee concerned a booklet published by 
The Capper Foundation for Crippled Children, Topeka, entitled “Your Will,” contain- 
ing 50 questions and answers on the making of a will. From the advertisements which 
appeared in certain magazines concerning this booklet, it appeared that the Foundation 
was not only soliciting contributions and donations by will, but at the same time, was 
undertaking to furnish a blank form for the preparation of wills. A copy of the booklet 
was obtained by the Committee and, as anticipated, it is couched in language designed 
to solicit testamentary contributions to the Foundation. However, the questions and 
answers given are quite general in nature and probably do not contain any information 
that canont be obtained by any interested persons from an up-to-date encyclopedia. 


Moreover, the pamphlet contains numerous references to “consulting a lawyer.” It 
advises making a will NOW, making an apopintment “with your lawyer today,” and 
recommends the employment of a lawyer in the preparation of any and all wills. 

After reviewing the pamphlet carefully, it was the opinion of the Committee that, 
generally speaking, it was more helpful to the legal profession than otherwise and that, 
taken as a whole, it does not appear to improperly invade the practice of law. 


The quarterly publication, “Unauthorized Practice News,” published by the Com- 
mittee on Unauthorized Practice of Law, American Bar Association, demonstrates forcibly 
the growing concern of Bar Associations throughout the country as to this problem. It 
is the hope of your Committee that every member of this association will be alert to 
report instances of the unauthorized practice of the law to the end that this Committee 
may properly fulfill its function in eliminating such unauthorized practices.

PRESIDENT EDSON: The next item is the Legal Institute Committee, Sam Mellinger 
of Emporia, Chairman. 


LEGAL INSTITUTES 


Mr. MELLINGER: Mr. President, your Committee on Legal Institutes desires to report 
as follows: 

A meeting of the Committee was held in Wichita, Kansas, at the time of the Mid- 
Year meeting of the State Bar Association. 

The activities of the Committee for the past year were reviewed. It was recalled that 
during the previous year, the Committee had been unable to execute its adopted plan 
by reason of the inability of the Committee to obtain speakers for the two institutes 
planned by the Committee. The Committee then determined that it would again attempt 
to plan and carry out two Legal Institute programs to be held in two different cities 
geographically situated in such a manner that the Institutes would be made accessible 
to the greatest number of Kansas attorneys. 
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After considerable discussion, it was agreed that the Institutes should be conducted 
in Topeka and Hutchinson, and that the topics to be presented at the Institutes would 
be as follows: 

1. Title Standards 

2. Practical Aspects of Probating Estates 

3. Organization of the Small Business. 

Contrary to the experience of the previous year, speakers for the above topics were 
readily obtained. They were as follows: 

1. Title Standards—Richard O. Jones, Wichita, Kansas 

2. Practical Aspects of Probating Estates—Alex Hotchkiss, Lyndon, Kansas 

3. Organization of the Small Business—Willard Haynes, Kansas City, Kansas. 

A Legal Institute program was conducted in Hutchinson on March 27, at which the 
above program was presented. On March 28, the same program was presented in Topeka. 
The Committee was pleased and gratified by the attendance at each of these programs. 
The attendance was much greater than was true two years ago when Legal Institute 
programs were presented by this Committee. 

The Committee feels that the State Bar Association, through the cooperation afforded 
this Committee and the remarkable attendance at each of the programs, has demonstrated 
a firm interest in this type of Bar activity. 

Your Committee recommends a continuation of Legal Institute programs sponsored 
directly by the Bar Association of Kansas and wishes to again encourage participation in 
these programs by all of the members of our Association.

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The Junior Bar Section does not have any report to make at this 
time. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Relations with Abstracters Committee, Clark Howerton, Chair- 
man. That report, I am advised, has been filed and will be printed in the Bar Journal. 


RELATIONS WITH ABSTRACTERS 


The Committee on Relations with Abstracters met at the Mid-Year session in con- 
junction with the meeting of the various committees of the State Association at Wichita 
on October 18, 1957. The Committee discussed various forms of duplicating processes 
now being used by various abstracters. It was the consensus of the members of the 
Committee who were present that some of the duplicating processes now being used 
by abstracters are not permanent and, in some cases, the duplicated form is not legible. 
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It was proposed that a further study of these duplicating processes be made, and that 
certain of the more undesirable types be made subject to control by the State Association. 
At present, it must remain the responsibility of the individual examiner of titles whether 
or not he considers the processes used as permanent or sufficiently legible. 

Also, discussed was the question of uniform abstracter’s certificates. Although it ap- 
pears that most abstracters are using the uniform certificate form, it still appears that 
some are not using that form. The Committee would like to encourage the use of the 
uniform abstracter’s certificate, and recommends that the same be made a rule of the 
Association. 

The question of validating statutes with respect to titles was discussed and it was 
recommended that further study of the matter be made in conjunction with the title 
standards committee, as well as with a committee from the abstracters’ association.

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The Taxation Committee is our next committee to make a report. 
Mr. Ervin G. Johnston of Kansas City is the chairman. The report is without rec- 
ommendations and will be printed in the Bar Journal. 


TAXATION 


MR. JOHNSTON: The Committee on Taxation held its mid-year meeting in Wichita 
on October 18, 1957. Six members of the Committee were in attendance. Various mat- 
ters were discussed, including the pending legislation in Congress relating to income 
tax deductions for contributions by self-employed persons to retirement pension plans. 

The problem of personal property taxes created by the closing of an estate between 
March 1 and November 1 was discussed by the Committee which felt it to be one of 
purely local concern and one being worked out satisfactorily by the various counties 
and for that reason no recommendation should be made. 

After discussing the opinion of the Supreme Court in In re Estate of Delano, 181 
Kan. 729, it was suggested that since the tax problems involved were only incidental 
it would not be appropriate for this Committee to take any action. It was noted that 
the case concerned the administration of intangibles owned by a resident decedent and 
that the inheritance tax in said estate had been paid creating no question of tax avoidance. 
The Committee feels that the Association might desire to refer the matter to an appro- 
priate committee, but makes no recommendation thereon. 

It was noted that the 1957 legislature enacted statutes for the purpose of preventing 
the avoidance of ad valorem tax on automobiles and other personal property. The dis- 
cussion indicated that several members feel the 1957 statutes will prevent the avoidance 
of tax on automobiles and that before any further consideration be given to the matter 
the effectiveness of the 1957 legislation should be determined. 

With reference to income tax deductions for contributions for self-employed persons 
to retirement benefit plan, it was noted that during the first session of the 85th Congress, 
several bills, including the Jenkins-Keogh Bill, H. R. 9 and 10, which was introduced on 
January 3, 1957, and referred to the House Committee on Ways and Means would allow 
lawyers and professional men to establish pension and retirement funds and to deduct 
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from current income for income tax purposes contributions made to said funds. The 
Committee felt that this bill included the recommendations made by the Association in 
1954, and that the Association should again go on record as being in favor of the enact- 
ment of such legislation. The following Resolution was adopted: 


WHEREAS, The Bar Association of the State of Kansas in 1954 adopted a resolu- 
tion recommending the adoption of legislation authorizing and permitting lawyers 
and professional men to establish pension and retirement funds and to deduct from 
current income for income tax purposes contributions put into such funds; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Taxation understands that copies of said resolution 
were furnished to the American Bar Association and the Kansas Delegation to the 
Congress of the United States; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee on Taxation reaffirms its approval of the recommenda- 
tion adopted by the Bar Association of the State of Kansas in 1954; Now, Therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, that the Taxation Committee recommends to the Executive 
Council of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas that appropriate action be 
taken by the Executive Council to the end that the position of the Association in 
recommending the adoption of legislation designed to accomplish a revision of the 
Internal Revenue Code similar to the proposed Jenkins-Keogh Bill now pending in 
Congress be again presented to the Kansas Delegation to the Congress. 


The above resolution was submitted to the Executive Council for consideration at its 
December meeting. The Committee is informed that the Executive Council at a regular 
meeting held in Topeka on December 21, 1957, unanimously adopted the following 
resolution: 


WHEREAS, The Bar Association of the State of Kansas on April 16, 1954, at its 
annual meeting adopted a resolution recommending the adoption of legislation 
authorizing and permitting lawyers and professional men to establish pension and 
retirement funds and to deduct from current income for income tax purposes con- 
tributions put into such funds; and 


WHEREAS, on January 3, 1957, in the first session of the 85th Congress H. R. 9 and 
10, the Jenkins-Keogh Bill which embodies in substance this recommendation by 
allowing an income tax deduction to a person with self-employment income for a 
part of his income put into a retirement fund, such being limited to an annual de- 
duction of ten per cent of the annual net earnings from self-employment up to 
$5,000; and 

WHEREAS, the Taxation Committee of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas 
recommends that the Executive Council of the Bar Association of the State of Kan- 
sas take appropriate action to the end that the position of the Association in rec- 
ommending the adoption of legislation designed to accomplish a revision of the 
Internal Revenue Code similar to the proposed Jenkins-Keogh Bills now pending: 
Now, Therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED, by the Executive Council of the Bar Association of the State 
of Kansas that the Bar Association of the State of Kansas respectfully again requests 
and urges the Congress of the United States to adopt as an amendment to the 
Internal Revenue Code the Jenkins-Keogh Bills. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Executive Secretary of the Bar Association 
of the State of Kansas is hereby directed to send copies of this resolution to the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, and to the Kansas delegation in the Senate and the House of the Congress 
of the United States.

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The next committee is Relations with the Medical Profession, 
Ford Harbaugh, is he here and does he have a report? That will be passed until Friday. 
[Editor's Note: See pages 61 to 65 of this issue.] 

We are making phenomenal progress. I never believed we could get this far with our 
program this morning. 

Lawyer Referral Services Committee, Everett Steerman, is he here? 


LAWYER REFERRAL SERVICES 


Mr. STEERMAN: The Committee on Lawyer Referral Services submits the following 
report. As has been stated in former reports of this Committee, the combined work on 
legal aid, lawyer referral and legal assistance to servicemen has been coordinated and 
has been handled by this Committee. 

As in the past, many legal matters have come to the attention of the Committee. 
These, in turn, have been forwarded by the Chairman to the member of the Committee 
or some attorney in the county where the legal matter was to be given attention, and 
each has been handled expeditiously. Most of the matters forwarded entail legal as- 
sistance where there could be no expectation of fee or other compensation, however, 
there were a number of matters which involved personal property and real estate where 
a modest fee was justified and those doing the work did receive some compensation. In 
this same category were those cases involving legal assistance to personnel in the military 
forces. If the matter involved trial work, then the soldier in each case was asked to pay 
some compensation for the services to be rendered by the attorney. 

As has been pointed out in previous reports, many matters came to the attention of 
the Committee too late for any help to be given. By reason of this fact, the Committee 
has undertaken and will put into effect in the very near future a program of giving 
publicity to the various phases of the work of this Committee so that all persons will 
know that it is possible to acquire the help of a qualified attorney if they have a legal 
problem and do not have means to pay for such services. 

The Committee has developed a more complete and comprehensive plan of procedure 
which entails a District Lawyer Referral Committee in each of the judicial districts of 
the state. The assistance of the judges, both district and county and probate courts in 
each of the judicial districts, together with the Clerk of each of the district courts, will 
be asked to assist in the furtherance of the plan, particularly as to the matter of publicity. 
This more comprehensive plan will be placed into effect by this Committee if funds 
are available to pay the exepenses incident thereto this coming fall, and a full and de- 
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tailed report pertaining thereto will be incorporated in the report of this Committee to 
be presented at the 1959 meeting of this association. 


As has been the situation heretofore, the legal aid committees and organizations are 
not only growing in number, but those in existence have enlarged and become outstand- 
ing in some of the larger metropolitan areas. Also, the lawyer referral part of the work, 
while it is comparatively new, has met with a great deal of enthusiasm, this being brought 
about through the efforts of the Standing Committees of the American Bar Association 
on Legal Aid, Lawyer Referral and Legal Assistance to Servicemen. 


The Chairman of this Committee expects to attend the regional meeting at St. Louis 
of the American Bar and will be one of the members of a panel in connection with 
Legal Assistance to Servicemen. At this regional meeting, as has been the case in the 
past, the Committees on Legal Aid and Lawyer Referral will have regular meetings at 
which many of these problems will be discussed. These matters which will be given 
consideration will be helpful to this Committee in putting the comprehensive plan 
into effect. As has been pointed out heretofore, the several committees of the American 
Bar Association have undertaken to coordinate the work of all the state and local bar 
committees throughout the nation which not alone gives legal assistance to military 
personnel but also to those that may be in need of legal aid or help in securing an 
attorney. 


All of the matters undertaken by this Committee give rise to good public relations 
and from the many letters received from the recipients of the help of this Committee, 
it can be stated without fear of contradiction, that what has been accomplished is one 
of the finest, if not the finest, piece of work that is being done by the organized bar. 


It is the recommendation of the Committee that the Committee continue and that the 
comprehensive plan for a more adequate legal aid, lawyer referral and legal assistance 
to servicemen be established and that this Association, through the Council, authorize the 
expenditure of a reasonable sum of money to defray the necessary expenses in the 
establishment of this statewide plan of procedure.

PRESIDENT EmsON: The Council will consider your report and your request. 


Relations with Lay Adjusters Committee, Norman Jeter, Hays, Chairman. 
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RELATION WITH LAY ADJUSTERS 


Since the last annual meeting of this association your Committee on Relations with 
Lay Adjusters, represented by Howard W. Harper of Junction City, Kansas, met with 
representatives of the Kansas Claims Association at their annual meeting on May 18, 
1957, at Salina, Kansas. The conclusion was reached that it would better serve both our 
association and theirs if the statement of principles as contained in the report of the 
Conference Committee on Adjusters of the American Bar Association and the Seven 
National Adjusters Association were adopted. 

This statement of principles was published in full in the August, 1957, issue of the 
Journal of the association, Volume XXVI No. 1, pp. 76-78, and amends the previous 
statement of principles by the addition of the following: 

5. (a) (The word “deal” means to “negotiate,” “settle,” “do business with” and 
“negotiate for a settlement of a payment.” Any definition of the word “deal” would 
not prevent a direct approach to a claimant for the purpose of checking his identifi- 
cation, or the bona fides of his representation by an attorney. ) 

(b) No lay person, lay firm, lay partnership or corporaton serving as a representa- 
tive of an insurance company in the handling of a claim, shall engage in the prac- 
tice of law. 

(c) The companies may properly interview any witness, or prospective witnesses, 
without the consent of opposing counsel or party. In doing so, however, the com- 
pany representative will scrupulously avoid any suggestion calculated to induce 
the witnesses to suppress or deviate from the truth, or in any degree affect their 
free or untrammeled conduct when appearing at the trial or on the witness stand. 
If any witness making a signed statement so requests, he shall be given a copy 
thereof. (1. That this language applies to all witnesses—plaintiffs, defendants, and 
neutral witness; 2. That no time limit is placed upon the witness requesting a copy 
of this statement; and 3. That the obligation to furnish the copy of the statement 
runs only to the witness himself or herself.) (The word “witness,” in this para- 
gtaph, shall be construed to include “parties,” but this construction shall not author- 
ize an interview of a party after he is represented by an attorney.) 

This statement of principles was adopted by the Conference Committee on Adjusters 
of which the Kansas Claims Association is a member. 

Your Committee recommends the readoption as amended of the above statement of 
policy governing relations with lay adjusters. 

During the last year only one complaint has been forwarded to your Committee and 
we have had no other comments, criticism or suggestions regarding the functions thereof. 
We recommend the continuation of a Committee on Relations with Lay Adjusters for 
this association and trust that all complaints or problems arising in connection with re- 
lations with lay adjusters be referred to this Committee for consideration.

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INSURANCE 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: The Insurance Committee is a new committee that was ap- 
pointed during the year. Their function is to try to be available to confer with the 
various plans of group insurance that your Association has endorsed or recommended, 
in order that you might get policies that you might not otherwise be able to get, at a 
price that you might not be otherwise able to get, as explained to you by John Shuart, 
our Executive Secretary. We thought the committee would be helpful in case of ques- 
tions about those plans, and they haven’t had, as I understand, anything much to do so 
far and therefore they have no report. If there is anybody that has any complaint about 
the policies that you may have purchased from these companies, you should communicate 
with Lester Goodell, who is chairman, of Topeka, Kansas. 

The Military Law Section is a new committee or section that was just recently in- 
augurated or appointed. It had a meeting yesterday with the Judge Advocate General 
in the Supreme Courtroom with Justice Wertz who is chairman of the Committee, and 
I think they are planning to get the JAG lawyers in the state interested in our association. 
In fact Tim Bannon extended the invitation to the J.A.G. members of Leavenworth who 
were lawyers, of course, to attend our meeting and similar invitations were extended to 
the officers of Forbes Air Base and out at Salina. I expect we shall see a number of 
them here, I so hope. [Editor's Note: For a brief report of the Committee’s organization 
and general purposes, see page 68, post. ] 

The Labor Law Committee is next, Phil Lewis. The report has been received and 
will be filed. [Editor's Note: This report is printed herein commencing at page 68, 
post. ] 

Remarkable as it is, I don’t think I ever observed such an accelerated pace before in 
all my experience with Annual Meetings of the Association. Of course, it must be re- 
membered that a number of committee reports were passed until Friday, but we have 
made phenomenal progress and I congratulate the committees and the committee chair- 
men, and I thank you for being in attendance.

FRIDAY AFTERNOON SESSION—MAY 9, 1958 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: The Kansas Bar Association is today distinctly honored by a visit 
of our American Bar Association President Charles S. Rhyne. He became the 81st 
president of the A.B.A. on July 30, 1957. It was my pleasure to be present in the 
Lancaster Room in the Savoy Hotel in London when he took over the reins of office 
from Dave Maxwell. He is the youngest lawyer to head the A.B.A. in the history of 
its entire life. He is a lawyer of 20 years experience, he is a recognized authority on 
municipal and aueronautical law and the author of seven books on the subject. He has 
been active in so many worthwhile civic and national affairs, military and professional 
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projects, that if I attempted to enumerate them all to you now, it would take a great 
deal of time. Briefly, in the A.B.A. he has served as a member of, or chairman of some 
twenty committees of the American Bar Association, and he is past chairman of the 
A.B.A. House of Delegates, which is the governing body of the 90,000 member organi- 
zation. 

Since taking office he has been continually moving. He has been all over the country 
and he is still going, I think he has three or four months to go, and he is going strong, 
and we are indeed happy that he makes a stop briefly in our city and that he has today 
very happily addressed the Washburn Law School meeting, and it was very well received 
and much appreciated. 

He has contributed mightily to the work of improvement of justice in this country 
and the campaign to bring about justice under the rule of law on a worldwide basis is 
his primary objective now. He was mainly responsible for Law Day U.S.A., which went 
over in a wonderul fashion, as you know. You heard our public relations man, it was 
one of the best public relations endeavors that we of the Kansas Bar have ever put over. 

It is my great pleasure to introduce to you at this time the President of the American 
Bar Association, Charles S. Rhyne, who will talk about programs of the A.B.A. including 
“Law to Replace Weapons in Dissolving Disputes Between Nations.” (Standing Ap- 
plause ) 


ADDRESS OF THE A.B.A. PRESIDENT 


PRESIDENT RHYNE: Mr. President, distinguished guests, members of the Kansas Bar, 
I deeply appreciate that very kind introduction by my dear friend O. B. Eidson. It re- 
minds me of the other day when I was down in Mobile, Alabama, I was introduced along 
with the fourteen candidates for governor, and as each one of them was introduced, 
the chairman was hard put to pick adequate words to say about each one of them. I 
think only Doug Hudson could have been adequate to the occasion, but Doug wasn’t 
there, so this gentleman went along and he introduced each one of them with a long 
recitation of their contributions to the public welfare of Alabama and such. But the 
man who made the best response and who I think according to the papers stands a 
good chance of getting elected told this story. He said he had a maid named Manny and 
that Manny came to his wife and asked for three weeks off for a honeymoon. She said, 
“Why Manny, you have been married six times before. Why do you need three weeks 
for a honeymoon?” and Manny said, “But ah that boy Joe is so very, very special, I 
just must have three weeks for this honeymoon.” Manny was a good maid and a good 
cook, so she said, “All right, you can have the three weeks.” So she got married and 
away she went. And lo and behold, three days later she was back and Mrs. Patterson went 
downstairs and saw Manny there and said, “Manny, what does this mean, I gave you 
three weeks and you are back in three days?” and she said, “Mrs. Patterson, let me tell 
you something, that boy Joe, he done turned out to be the most overrated gentleman I 
ever done met!” (Laughter) Now I hope you don’t decide before I am through here 
today I am the most over-recommended gentleman you ever done met. 

I have down through the years met and worked with many great Kansas lawyers. My 
memory of Kansans goes back a long, long time, back to 1928, and from 1928 through 
the time that I finally finished law school in 1937, we were commuting out from my 
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wife’s home to Denver, Colorado, and one of the great ambitions that we had on each 
trip was to make it between Topeka and Denver in one day, and sometimes we made 
it and sometimes we didn’t, but we had a wonderful time enjoying your state, and I 
must say that the Jayhawk Hotel brings back many fond memries of those trips of the 
t. 
And in the American Bar Association I have worked with many great Kansas lawyers. 
I have mentioned Doug Hudson, that citizen of the U.S.A. who used to enlighten our 
deliberations in the House of Delegates and in the Assembly with a few well chosen 
words about Ft. Scott, Kansas. I must admit that but for the fact that I had traveled 
over your state and knew a lot of other lawyers, I would have concluded, as many other 
members of the House of Delegates have, that Ft. Scott is the only city out here, and 
that Doug is the only lawyer. (Laughter) I think that seriously we have admired Doug 
and have enjoyed working with him, and once in awhile a real kernel of wisdom would 
come out to help us in our deliberations there, and of course O. B. Eidson, your Presi- 
dent, I must say has been a real leader within the House of Delegates because he has 
done an outstanding job there. He, I know, has done a great job for you as President of 
your Association. You have one of the greatest Associations in the nation, and I am sure 
your past achievements are but a prelude to even greater acocmplishments in the future 
and I would like to congratulate you on the great work that you did during the past year. 

My acquaintance with Kansas lawyers goes back to my work with people like Phil 
Lewis in the Junior Bar days which seem just around the corner to us, but which I 
recognize are some twenty years ago. I have worked with Mark Bennett, Ralph Oman, 
and I could call the roll of many Kansas lawyers whose names that you would recognize 
quite readily, but the trouble is you have so many that I can’t possibly name them all 
but I will say that throughout the nation I am sure that your Bar is considered one 
of our very greatest and I am just as proud of it as I know that you are. 

You have been very wonderful here in your hospitality to me, and I would say it is 
just the opposite of a story that I heard up in Fargo, North Dakota. I was appearing 
before one of these civic clubs with a veterinarian and he told the story about the man 
who brought a little dog to him and said, “Doctor, I want you to cut the dog’s tail off.” 
He said, “Well gosh, the dog only has a couple of inches wiggling away there, such a 
friendly little critter, I don’t see why you want to take those two inches off.” And he 
said, “Well, are you going to take it off or aren’t you? If you won't do it, somebody else 
will.” So this veterinarian said, “Well, tell me why, if you will just tell me why, maybe 
I will do it.” He said, “Well, it’s really none of your business but my mother-in-law is 
coming next week and I want no sign of friendship in my house.” (Laughter) So you 
have been just the opposite of that to me, and I greatly appreciate it. 

In the American Bar Association we have what we think is a tremendous program 
of service to our profession and service to the public, and I would like to give you kind 
of a capsule summary of it here now. 

We have some 90,000 members, we hope it will be 100,000 before the end of this 
year. We have some 200,000 lawyers represented in our House of Delegates, some 
40,000 law students in our American Law Students Association, and we have a budget 
in excess of a million dollars for the first time in all history, and I believe that we 
have the manpower and the finances to really step out on the road of progress and ac- 
complish great things, for our profession and for the public.

I would illustrate our work for our profession in this way. I would refer to our com- 
mittee on Law Practice Economics that we created over in London to do something about 
the economic situation with respect to our profession. When we were in London we 
were told that only about twenty of the barristers who are the court lawyers over there 
were really earning a living from their profession. Of course they have the solicitors, 
there are about 18,000 of those, who are office lawyers, and they are doing all right; 
but before I went over there I saw, and I am sure you did, some of these statistics which 
give us the relative position of our profession economic-wise. One article appeared in 
Fortune magazine which pointed out that from 1929 to 1951, medical doctors increased 
their income about 157%, and general wage earners 144%, but lawyers 58%. They 
said we were like social workers, there wasn’t much hope for us, that the medical doctors 
through miracle drugs, and the dentists through high speed drills, and the general wage 
earners through mechanization had done very well but that we were trying to operate 
in the age of the jet by horse and buggy methods. Now we, through this new com- 
mittee, are trying to demonstrate that we can modernize law office procedures and law 
practice procedures and we are getting ready now to get out a series of pamphlets giving 
all the lawyers who belong to our Association the best ideas on a nationwide basis on the 
operation of a modern law office. And in connection with that we are going to tell 
you about such ideas as this annual legal checkup that Michigan has made such a tre- 
mendous thing out of, which I think is a thirty-minute conference for $10.00 or some- 
thing like that with the client paying for any extra work that is required over and above 
that. It has gotten the people into the lawyers’ offices and in connection with that whole 
thing, and you know and I know that one of the major problems of our profession is 
that people don’t always expect to pay a lawyer the way they expect to pay a doctor. 
If you call up a doctor and you go to see him and take five minutes of his time, you 
know you are going to get a bill. If that is done with a lawyer the people don’t always 
expect it. We have to create a new pscyhology of teaching the people of America that 
all a lawyer really has to sell is his time, and that is a part of this whole program. 

The main accomplishment that I hope will flow from this program however is to 
demonstrate to the lawyers of America that the American Bar Association is indeed 
interested in the so-called grass roots lawyer, if there is such a character in our nation. 
We really want to serve the lawyers and have them be a part of our national organiza- 
tion; and I think that through this committee which is just one illustration of the things 
that we are doing that we are going to do that. We have, for example, in the public 
relations field a man who works out in Hollywood trying to create a more accurate 
portrayal of lawyers on television and in movies and things like that and he is doing a 
tremendous job for us there. We are going to publicize some of the services that lawyers 
render. I was down in Arkansas yesterday with Judge Medina of New York. Judge 
Medina is chiefly known as the judge who presided over the Communist trials, but to 
me he is a lawyer who spent a year of his life in an uncompensated way serving without 
pay as the defendant of Harold Pramer who was accused of treason for having asso- 
ciated with the German saboteurs. If you have never heard the story of that tremendous 
defense by Judge Medina of that man, I think you ought to read it because it demon- 
strates the type of thing that goes on in our country all the time and that the public is 
not aware of. He protested for example to the judge when the judge commended him 
before the jury for having served on an uncompensated basis for so many months, and 
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having taken—he took the case to the Supreme Court twice, for example, because he 
said he thought the jury was entitled to think he was there on a paid basis and he didn’t 
want anything to affect their verdict. Now we have figures in the District of Columbia 
showing that some 9,000 people were defended free in connection with major crimes 
last year, and we have figures that we have developed through the survey of criminal 
justice in our country which indicate there is probably as many as a half a million Amer- 
ican citizens who are defended each year free, by the legal profession, and the public 
doesn’t know that. Now we are out to tell some of those things about our profession. And 
I think that type of thing illustrates on a national basis at long last we are trying to face 
up and come to grips with some of the problems of our profession and do something 
about it. 


Insofar as our public services are concerned, I would illustrate them on a state and 
local and national and on an international basis. On a state and local basis I would refer 
to our traffic court program which I think you are most all familiar with, and I would 
alert you to a new program which I think will be even more meaningful to the people 
of America and to our profession. It is a program to do more to improve the adminis- 
tration of justice in our state courts. We have done quite a job on the federal level for 
our federal courts. I served as counsel on this federal commission on judicial and con- 
gressional salaries and we spent about a hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the 
American Bar Association money to get them a pay increase for example. We fought 
for the new federal rules of civil procedure and criminal procedure, but we have never 
done the job that we should do in the state courts and we certainly can’t operate those 
courts in 1958 on machinery that is often fifty or more years old, in some states it’s 
almost a hundred years old. The esteem of the Bar depends in large part on the esteem 
for the judiciary, and we can’t pay those state court judges the very small niggardly 
salaries we give them in state after state and get and keep the outstanding men that we 
should have there. We have got to do something about the tenure, about the method 
of selection of state court judges, and that is a program that the American Bar, Arthur 
Vanderbilt and John Parker and others have talked about and done something about it ina 
few states, but we have never faced up and done the type of job that should be done 
and we afe starting it now under our section of judicial administration and you are going 
to hear more and more about it. 


On the federal level I would illustrate our work by referring to our program to 
improve the administration of justice before federal agencies. Today nearly every lawyer, 
and for that matter—nearly every American, comes into contact or contest with some 
agency of the federal government. We thought when the Administrative Procedure Act 
was adopted that it was more or less of a bill of rights to insure fair treatment by the 
agencies of all who came before them. As you know the bureaucrats have pretty much 
pock-marked that and torn it apart by their fights and many courts and all the exemp- 
tions that they have persuaded the Congress to adopt so that today the Administrative 
Procedure Act doesn’t mean what we thought it meant and we have to step in there and 
do a new job and we are well on our way to doing it, and I think if the American Bar 
program were adopted we wouldn’t have some of the investigations that are going on 
in Washington today by this committee on Congressional oversight. ° 


Now my third illustration of the types of public service program for the American 
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Bar Association is in the international field where we have this program of law to 
replace weapons as the decision mechanism in disputes between nations, but before | 
talk about that, I would just like to add this footnote to Law Day US.A. It was a tre- 
mendously thrilling experience to see the state and local bar associations make that the 
great historic nationwide observance that it was. We know that nearly 2,000 proclama- 
tions were issued by mayors of cities. We believe that the governors of all the states 
issued a proclamation, and of course we had some twenty thousand or more speakers 
in high schools, and we don’t know how many we had before civic clubs and on radio 
and television and all over the country the judges opened and closed courts with cere- 
monies, and it was really an occasion of which I think we can all be proud. I think that 
the publicty, and we have so far for example in our headquarters received over 400 
editorials in newspapers. Never has law received so much favorable publicity in the 
history of our nation and it does show, I think, that our people are alert to what law has 
meant to them and what it can mean to them if we of the legal profession only call 
their attention to it. 


Now I started my year as A.B.A. President, as Bain stated, over in London, in July, 
1957, during the greatest international gathering of lawyers in the history of the world, 
and we all had a wonderful time over there, in our rented finery. I had one of these 
morning coats and high hats and so did President Eidson and some of you other Kansas 
lawyers, and I am sure that for people like Doug Hudson you are used to wearing those 
every day almost, but for me it was something rather unusual and I worried a lot about 
it. When we arrived at Buckingham Palace for example I was quite concerned because 
I looked around at that little group of about six that had been segregated out to meet 
the Queen and Prince Phillip, and it suddenly struck me right between the eyes that 
I was the only one that didn’t have on white gloves. I didn’t even have a pair of white 
gloves, so I walked over to the President of the English Law Society and I said to him, 
I said, “Do you want to have a great international incident occur right here on the steps 
of Buckingham Palace?” He looked at me rather shocked and surprised. I guess he 
thought I was going to hit him, and he said no he didn’t want that, and I said, “Well, 
you just take off one of those white gloves and we will both carry one in our hands,” 
and he did that and I got by all right. We moved along and we were introduced to the 
Queen and Prince Phillp and she was very kind and gracious and said something about 
our children, which we appreciated very much, but he said, “President of the American 
Bar Association, how do you get to be president of the American Bar Association, are 
you appointed or elected?”, and I said, “We are elected.” He said, “Is that so, how many 
voted against you?” (Laughter) And I said “None” and he threw up his hands and he 
said, “What kind of politcs do you have in the United States.” He said, “We don’t have 
that over here.” I was going to explain to him a little bit about politics in the United 
States, but about that time this gal that I married out in Denver about 25 years ago said, 
“Move along for heaven’s sake, there are 7,000 people staring at us,” so I did. 


But for me, I feel that the great occasion was Guild Hall and Sir Winston Churchill. 
The old gentleman had appeared in public for the first time in nine months, and 
we were sitting up there, I was sitting beside Lady Churchill and they were telling 
*a lot of stories about him, and some of them were pretty rough, and I was noticing as 
they would talk about it, and finally Lady Churchill leaned over and she said, “They 
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think Winston can’t hear them, but I will tell you this, he can hear anything he wants 
to hear.” They were telling stories like this, they told one about him and Lady Astor, 
she of the old acid tongue of Virginia, who was sitting beside him one night at dinner 
and leaned over and said, “Sir Winston, you old rascal you, if I were your wife I would 
put arsenic in your coffee.” And he said, “My dear lady, if I were your husband I would 
drink it.” (Laughter) 

But I think the story that was more typical of Sir Winston than any other was the 
story about a letter that he received from George Bernard Shaw that went something 
like this: He was Prime Minister, “Dear Mr. Prime Minister: The opening night of 
my new play takes place next week and I would be highly honored if you could attend.” 
And he enclosed two tickets. “P.S. In case you are curious, the extra ticket is for a friend 
if you can find one.” Sir Winston, not to be outdone, responded somewhat as follows: 
“Dear Mr. Shaw, I have received your communication and the two tickets. Unfortunately 
great affairs of state will prevent my attending the opening night of your new play, so I 
am returning the tickets, but I would indeed appreciate two tickets to the second night's 
performance if there is one.” (Laughter) 

Since then I have had a wonderful experience in traveling over Europe and South 
America and the United States as President of the American Bar, in talking about the 
American Bar to lawyers, other groups, and about some of the programs that our sixty- 
five committees and our seventeen sections—each of which has twenty-five to fifty 
committees—are carrying out. But I think that the program that I have liked to men- 
tion most, because I think it is our most important program and the least known pro- 
gram, is the program of “Law to replace weapons as the decision mechanism between 
nations.” I firmly believe that if civilization is to survive in this atomic-sattelite-outer 
space age, we must develop some mechanism other than weapons as the ultimate de- 
cision mechanism in deciding disputes between nations. Right now we have a situation 
that was described the other night by President Eisenhower as one of “balanced terror” 
and by Sir Winston Churchill when we were over in London as “maintaining peace by 
mutual terror,” and certain it is that through the technological advances of our eta, 
where Moscow is thirty seconds from Washington, and where we have through these 
technological achievements a shrunken and indivisible world, a situation where some- 
thing must be done to end this ever accelerating arms race. History teaches that every 
such arms race throughout the history of the world has ended sooner or later in war. 
And so war with Russia is as certain as tomorrow's sunrise unless we are able to replace 
weapons with some other decision mechanism. 

And I believe that the best mechanism is reason and law. Since the dawn of history 
mankind’s chief hope has been to develop some such mechanism in settling these 
disputes between nations; and certainly it is that the achievement and maintenance of 
peace is the number one interest of the people of America, and for that matter of the 
people of the whole world. You see that in our newspapers, our newspaper headlines day 
after day herald some new development in connection with the so-called program for 
the Summit Conference or some other such development in the constant propaganda 
war, there is it seems to me a yearning for peace that is stronger than at any time in 
the history of mankind. 

We have as lawyers a great opportunity and a great challenge. We have developed the 
rule of law in disputes between individuals or in nations to the point that in all the

civilized nations of the world disputes between individuals which were settled in the 
early days in a brute strength where might made right and a fight to the point where 
they are all settled in tribunals of justice under the rule of law. Yet between nations 
the rule of the jungle still prevails and what we have to do is to take this rule of law 
and develop a method whereby essential sovereignty of nations can be maintained, yet 
they can submit their disputes to such tribunals of justice rather than have them settled 
in the blood bath of war. 


Now law exists in all nations, men understand when you talk about it from the days 
of Moses and Justinian on through the Magna Carta and the drafting of our own Con- 
stitution. When you speak of law people recognize it as the innate wisdom of the cen- 
turies and they all respect it and the brightest chapters in the history of the world have 
always been where the rule of law prevailed. 

Yet today we talk about disarmament conferences, diplomatic maneuvers and summit 
conferences, and ignore law and what it can do for mankind. Let’s take disarmament 
conferences for example. I have made a study of all of those that have occurred in the 
last one hundred years, and every one of them has ended sooner or later in war. And 
why? The reason, it seems to me, is that in every instance the parties to that conference 
have come out feeling that they were treated unfairly, and that means treated unequally, 
so they have set out to build more ships or more guns to put themselves on a basis of 
equality they think with the other nations, then when they build more ships and more 
guns than the other nations, then the other nations build more ships and more guns, 
and pretty soon you are off on an arms race which has always ended in war. 

Now the rule of law doesn’t have any such inherent defects because all nations could 
be on a basis of equality before the law, and I am not talking about world government 
in which we would have one vote in 82, not at all. I am talking about law that can 
grow as did the common law out of the use of law in the courts. I am talking about this 
rule of law that has existed down through the ages, as I say, from Moses to Justinian 
and all the greate law givers who have developed principles from which rules could 
be developed and applied in this international arena. We, of course, have some tribunals 
of justice now. We have the International Court of Justice in which they have only 
rendered ten decisions in twelve years. It is the most unused and unknown instrument 
for peace that exists in the world today, and in the deliberations of the United Nations 
law is very seldom resorted to and very seldom used, either in a General Assembly, Se- 
curity Council, or any of the specialized agencies. They use diplomatic negotiations and 
all kinds of assailing each other through the propaganda method of today, but they very 
seldom resort to or use law. I think that the International Court of Justice ought to sit 
in New York for example where it could be more used in disputes like Suez rather 
than sit over there at the Hague and do nothing because the people of the world haven't 
come to respect it and the nations don’t use it. 


One of the considerations that anyone who thinks about achieving and maintaining 
peace in the world today must face up to is what to do about Russia, and you say what 
would Russia do about any plan for peace that has as its essential ingredient justice and 
equality; and you recognize immediately that they would never go for any such plan. 
But I say to you this, that the will never abide by any disarmament agreement that they 
sign either. They have never honored their signature on any agreement, never, and I 
wouldn’t trust them, regardless of what they might sign in any summit or any other 
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place where they sit down with our people, because it is one of their principles that, 
the big lie is their best instrument of conquest. So we couldn’t expect Russia to like 
this idea of peace under law; but I do think if we could develop a mechanism and get 
the uncommitted and neutral nations of the world to using law and settling their 
disputes in courts of law, that that would split off from them these neutrals and un- 
committed nations that they are aiming their propaganda at now. There would be a 
tremendous pull toward our side, I think, from sponsoring such a plan and such an ideal, 
which after all is a moral principle that really distinguishes government under law and 
communism today. It is in essence the great principle of individual liberty under law and 
that idea and ideal has had one of the greatest pulls on the minds of men of any idea 
that has ever been conceived by man. It was the idea that the heart and soul of the natural 
law was embodied in the Magna Carta to which we erected a great monument in Eng- 
land, and of course is the guiding spirit of our own Bill of Rights. When we build on 
that we know we are building on a firm, solid foundation and not on sand. 


And so I say we don’t have to worry about Russia, let’s go ahead and let only actions 
count, and we can leave her naked of friends and she doesn’t envision that as a very 
happy situation, hence her constant propaganda efforts. 


And it has been said, and I think it is true, that an idea can be more powerful than 
an atom. Our duty as lawyers is to take this idea of peace under law and make it a reality 
within our lifetime before this atomic annihilation overtakes us. I think mankind is at 
a crossroads in history. He had been brought there by the tremendous achievements of 
the scientists; but I think we lawyers can achieve just as greatly as have the scientists. 
We can make a break-through here in this vast and mysterious field, even though it is 
as difficult as it was for the scientists to make their break-through when they split the 
atom, if we but apply our minds to it and take this information, this experience that 
we have developed in deciding disputes between individuals within nations and apply 
it between nations. It is we lawyers who have from the inception of our nation to the 
present zenith of its power in large part formulated, directed and operated the gov- 
ernment of the United States, and we have there the great idea which all mankind strives 
for, the idea of individual freedom under law, and if we could take that as our platform 
and sell it to the people of the world as a plan for peace, I think that we would havd 
made a tremendous contribution and will have lived up to this great challenge that is 
ours in the world today. 


And as for concrete suggestions, I would make these. Number 1, the State Depart- 
ment should have a section that is working on this. They out of their 22,000 employees 
don’t have one lawyer today who is working for a break-through in this all important 
field. I think that the Bar Association should make an intensified effort to understand 
international law and develop new law to meet this new situation. We as lawyers develop 
new laws to meet new situations and we shouldn't let the current crisis paralyze us. I 
think the law schools ought to teach international law and teach the principles of law 
that apply here. There are only four law schools in the entire nation that teach inter- 
national law as a required course and only fifty that even offer it. 

Number 2, insofar as the United Nations is concerned, I certainly think there should 
be an increased use of law there, there should be an increased use of this International 
Court of Justice, and it ought to move over to New York where it is available. 
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I started out here by mentioning some of the things we are trying to do within the 
American Bar Association to strengthen our profession, because I sincerely believe that 
in a strong legal profession lies the liberty of the people of the United States; and with 
respect to the broad picture and the thrust of the program I asked you to consider and 
think about today, I also ask you to think about the fact that in the liberty of the people 
of the United States lies the hope of the whole world. Thank you. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: President Rhyne, we thank you indeed for this inspirational and 
informative address, and we thank you for bringing to us information of the benefits 
that we can receive by membership in the American Bar Association. 

In this connection I should tell you that the Senior Kansas Bar Association has joined 
with the Junior Bar Association in attempting to get every lawyer in Kansas to be a 
member of the American Bar Association. It is something that you will never regret-— 
if you are not a member, you should be, and promptly. 

And now one other thing, President Rhyne, it gives me a great deal of pleasure to 
advise you and the audience that the Executive Committee of the Kansas Bar Associa- 
tion has voted unanimously to elect you as an Honorary Member of our Kansas Bar 
Association, and in token of that membership it is my pleasure to present to you this 
little certificate which reads “The Bar Association of the State of Kansas, this is to certify 
that Charles S. Rhyne is an honorary member of the Association.” We are happy to 
present this to you. 

PRESIDENT RHYNE: Thank you, Mr. President. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT RHYNE: I deeply appreciate this and will consider it one of the real 
wonderful momentos of my service as President of the American Bar Association. I will 
in some way put this on the wall of my office and every time I look at it I will think 
of you wonderful lawyers of Kansas and how grand you have been to me on this oc- 
casion and so many other occasions. And I would like to say just this: The other night 
I was over in Kansas City, Missouri, when they made the Honorable Harry S. Truman 
an honorary member of the Bar there, and I thought his response on that occasion was 
not only typical of the man, but a classic. He held up his gold honorary membership 
and he said, “Gentlemen, let me tell you something. I deeply appreciate it, it is one of 
the great honors of my life, but it may be tomorrow, it may be next week, it may be 
next month or even next year, but there is going to come a time when you wish you had 
this back.” (Laughter) 

I promise you that I will so conduct myself that I hope you will never want this one 
back. (Applause) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Thank you again, President Rhyne. As President Rhyne has told 
you, he has a very exacting schedule and he would like to be on his way and so if you 
wish, we will permit you to leave with the best wishes for a continued success in your 
administration. (Applause) 

I want to announce and urge you all to be at our meeting Saturday morning when 
Judge Hugo Wedell will tell us about our campaign for the Constitutional amendment 
for the selection of and tenure of judges. I want you all to attend that meeting in order 
that we may know more about it. 

At this time I would like to introduce Harry Gershenson, the President of the Missouri 
Bar Association, from St. Louis. (Applause) 
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This man is a live wire, I have been traveling around with him continually during 
the last year and he is all right. I vouch for him and you will hear him now I think, 
and make your own decision. 


MISSOURI BAR PRESIDENT'S SPEECH 


PRESIDENT GERSHENSON: Thank you, Mr. President, and gentlemen and ladies of 
the Bar of the great State of Kansas. You see how well I arrange my timing so that the 
President would have to call on me while he was trying to run a meeting. Actually I 
have been in three meetings during the luncheon period, the Kansas City Law School, 
Kansas City, Missouri, had invited me to come to their luncheon, and then Harvard in- 
vited me to come to their luncheon, and K. U. invited me to come to their luncheon, 
and in order to show you I am a good politician, I attended all three luncheons. I ate but 
one lunch, for which I did not pay, so I show you I am a good politician. Seriously, I 
have enjoyed being here with you and I came in on Wednesday and I am not going 
to leave here until tomorrow. Your President of the Topeka Bar wanted to know if 
I didn’t want to leave a little earlier than I am leaving. Actually I have enjoyed myself 
greatly, I am going to stay with you through your meetings and I am leaving tomorrow 
morning because I have to go to St. Joe to address a district meeting of the Missouri 
Bar. It has been a great privilege to be in Kansas and to be with the fine lawyers of 
Kansas and your fine President and his very gracious lady. This may or may not increase 
my popularity, and it doesn’t make a lot of difference because I leave in the morning 
at 9 o'clock, but at one of the luncheons, I won't tell you which one, I was quizzed about 
the Missouri non-partisan court plan, and it wasn’t easy, because when you Kansas 
lawyers start to cross-examine, it’s tough, and I spent the whole luncheon telling them 
or trying to explain the plan to them. I understand you folks are in the midst of con- 
sidering it, and 1 am going to stop there because a good way to get into trouble is to 
start telling you what to do in Kansas when I am from Missouri. I am glad to be here 
and I am glad the President gave me a chance to make a speech as no lawyer would ever 
miss a chance like that, and I am going to take a powder, Mr. President, because you 
have a meeting to run and I am going to get ready for the cocktail party which is much 
more important, I assure you. Thank you very much. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: You may be excused. (Applause) 

On Thursday we did a remarkable job of going through our committee reports. There 
are very few of them left to be taken care of. The first one is “Standards for Title 
Examination.” Chairman D. C. Martindell, will you come up and make your report, 
please. 


STANDARDS FOR TITLE EXAMINATIONS 


CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: Mr. President, Members of the State Bar Association, and 
guests. I know you are anxious to get away so I will get right at the point and give the 
report without remarks. 

Your Committee on Standards for Title Examination submits the following report: 
Ten of the thirteen members of the Committee, including the Ex-Officio member, 
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attended the Mid-Year meeting at Wichita on October 18, 1957. The first order of 
business was to determine a policy for the Committee. 

After a frank discussion it was decided: 

1. In view of the excellent job of revision of Standards by the preceding committee, 
and the general acceptance of the Standards, it was decided that the Standards should 
not be tampered with or changed unless and until some statute or court decision made 
the change necessary, or a Standard was not being followed by a substantial portion of 
the Bar or there was general demand for a change. 

2. All proposed New Standards and all proposed Amendments to present Standards 
should be submitted to the Bar in writing some time in advance of the annual meeting 
in order that the members may be informed in advance of the proposals to be submitted 
by the Committee. 

3. Any proposed Amendments to Standards should set out the Standard sought to 
be amended, as well as the proposed Amendment. 

4. We should recommend to the Association that when a new or amended Standard 
is adopted, it should be printed in such a manner that the new page could be inserted 
in the Title Standards in the place where it logically belongs and the old page removed, 
in the same manner as is provided in many loose leaf services. 

5. Each new or amended Standard adopted should show the date of its adoption. 

The Chairman of the Committee pleads guilty to not pressing the matter of annota- 
tion of the Standards, and very little has been done by the present committee in that 
regard. As Chairman of the Committee, I feel that the annotations are a matter of con- 
venience rather than necessity. The annotation of the Standards would require a full 
reprinting thereof and would entail a large expense to the Association, and should be 
done by experts in that field. 

Your Committee will submit for your consideration an Amendment to Standard 6.2 A, 
and two new Standards. 

One other Standard was proposed and considered by your Committee but the Com- 
mittee was almost equally divided for and against the proposal. Thirteen members of 
the committee, 6 and 6, and one not voting. It is the consensus of the Committee that 
it would not be advisable to submit any new Standard unless there was substantial agree- 
ment of the Committee in regard thereto. 

Mr. President, I move you the adoption of this portion of the report. (Motion seconded 
and carried) 

PRESIDENT EDSON: Your recommendation is adopted. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: Shall I proceed with the two proposals? 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: That is right, please. 


CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: I might say that the report is not actually signed by all 
members of the Committee, but all members of the Committee have had a copy of the 
report and have been requested if there were any corrections desired to make it known 
and none has been known, so the signatures are on various copies, but they are not 
here, but have all consented to that portion of it. 

The members of the Committee are Hugh Brownfield, J. N. Snyder, Vincent Flem- 
ing, Wilbur H. Jones, Lloyd Ruppenthal, John O’Brien, F. M. Rogers, L. B. Kelley, 
Margaret McGurnaghan, Robert Bond, Lester Morris, Alex Fromme, Ex-Officio, and your 
Chairman. 
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As the report says, there is only one Standard which is sought to be amended, and 
the Committee has unanimously approved a suggested amendment. The old amendment 
6.2 A reads as follows: 

“PROBLEM: Is it necessary to decree heirship and assign interests pursuant to G. S. 
1949, 59-2250 and 59-2251 where the time for administration has expired prior to June 
1, 1939, and showing of death and heirship by affidavit has been recorded or is attached 
to an abstract of title or can be readily obtained. STANDARD A: If a person owning 
property has been dead for more than one year prior to July 1, 1939 and his estate has 
not been administered or if administered no proper finding of heirship has been made 
by the court, the title having passed from his heirs at law prior to July 1, 1939, a duly 
executed affidavit showing all the essential facts regarding heirship shall be considered 
sufficient whether executed prior or subsequent to July 1, 1939. Such affidavits shall 
be recorded. If necessary obtain a showing in regard to inheritance of the state taxes. 
If title is still in decedent's heirs at law and any one of them and an affidavit of heirship 
has not been recorded prior to July 1, 1939, if administration has not been had between 
heirship and assigning interests and the non claim statute has become effective in any 
transfer from the heir or heirs at law requires proceeding under G. S. 59-2250.” 

The new Problem and Standard proposed by the Committee is as follows: 

“PROBLEM A: Is it necessary to decree heirship and assign interests pursuant to 
G. S. 1949, 59-2250 and 59-2251 where the death of the property owner occurred prior 
to July 1, 1939, and the full facts showing death intestacy and heirship by affidavit have 
been recorded or can be obtained? STANDARD A: A duly executed affidavit showing 
all of the essential facts regarding death (before July 1, 1939) intestacy and heirship 
shall be considered sufficient whether executed prior to or subsequent to July 1, 1939. 
Such affidavit shall be recorded.” 

I presume it is your present pleasure to take these up one at a time. Mr. President, I 
move you the adoption of the new Standard. 

QUESTION: May I ask why we are changing the rule at this time. What is the reason? 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: There has always been some question in the minds of the 
attorneys as to whether or not the old Standard was too technical. I think the general 
feeling has been that within a reasonable time after the new code went into effect, the 
Standard was proper. Now the code has been in effect nearly nineteen years and the 
fact that some family hasn’t had to sell their property in that nineteen years, it is the 
thought of the Committee, I think, that they shouldn’t be penalized. The code went into 
effect on July 1, 1939 and it is the thought of the Committee that after almost nineteen 
years time that if those facts can be shown by affidavit, that should be accepted as suf- 
ficient. Does that answer your question? 

QUESTIONER: It does. It has always been the law. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: Many of us have thought that. We have thought that 
because the new code went into effect, it didn’t make a title bad that was good at the time 
it went into effect. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The motion was for the adoption of the recommendation. Is 
there a second to the motion made by Judge Martindell? (Motion seconded and carried.) 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: The proposed new Standard which should be numbered 
in proper order to take its place in our Title Standards is 8.6 Problem B. 
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8.6 PROBLEM B: A petition has been filed in Probate Court alleging a land owner 
is insane or mentally incompetent and for referral of the party under 59-2260-1957 Supp. 
G. S. 1949 for examination. The above facts appearing on an abstract, what require- 
ments should be made? 


STANDARD B: The proceedings above mentioned put a purchaser on notice as to 
mental competency of the owner and therefore title should not be approved until de- 
termination is made that the party is not insane or incompetent, or until proper pro- 
ceedings are had for the sale by a properly appointed guardian, if the party is adjudged 
insane or incompetent. 

For checking on that one particular Statute number, I move the Standard be adopted. 
(Motion was duly seconded.) 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: Do you wish to ask a question? 


QUESTION: Yes, when we adopted the Referral Statute whereby someone files an 
affidavit in a Probate Court, the object and purpose of that statute was, as I understand 
it, to refer them to see whether they were or were not insane. If they were further pro- 
ceedings were had in the Probate Court. If they were not, then they were discharged 
and it constitutes no record against the man. Now where a wife gets mad at her husband 
or something, and I have had it happen in court cases, they go in and they file such 
an affidavit, I have seen it happen. Now you are going to defeat the object and purpose 
and the legislative statute on this referral by now making the Probate Court, if the man 
owns title or the real estate, have an adjudication that he is or isn’t insane. Now there 
is no adjudication if he is referred and discharged that he is sane, there is no adjudica- 
tion that he is insane. I think we are defeating the object and purpose of the statute 
by amending the Title Standard in that respect. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: I might say this is not an amendment. This is a new 
Standard we are proposing. 

QUESTION: Then I question myself in adopting such a Standard in view of the statute 
that it doesn’t constitute an adjudication one way or the other. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: Well the Committee, I think the vote was 11 to 1 on that 
in favor of the new Standard. It says “It shall not be approved until determination is 
made that the party is not insane or incompetent. . .” and it doesn’t say by whom. It 
doesn’t require a hearing in Probate Court as far as the new Standard is concerned. 

QUESTION: How are you going to get a record on file that the man was discharged 
at the institution. Of course you could have someone make such an affidavit and file 
it, but in view of the language of the proposed amendment or the proposed Title 
Standard, I don’t think that would suffice. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: If your proceeding is filed in Probate Court, doesn’t that 
put you on notice to get some determination of the facts? 

QUESTION: It puts you on notice but someone made such an affidavit. There is no 
obligation on the Probate Court under the Statute as I understand it to make a determina- 
tion one way or the other. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: But don’t you have to clear the record up before you can 
clear your title. That is the point of the Committee, and this is the method by which 
they sought to do it. 
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QUESTION: Well, I just had the idea and was calling the Bar's attention to it. If the 
Bar is going to adopt the Standard without including in the Standard as course of action 
to follow, rather than just leaving it here as an undetermined fact. To have a Standard 
of that kind it would be better to leave it out, unless we are going to say accept this or 
that. Now when you first read it I got the impression that your Committee would rec- 
ommend to go to the Probate Court and have a determination. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: No. 


QUESTION: Now you say that is not right. Well then we are going to have different 
opinions of lawyers as to whether we are satisfied that this man is not incompetent, unless 
you have a Standard which says we as lawyers ought to accept one, two, three, as to 
proof or lack of proof of competency. 

QUESTIONER: Mr. Martindell, I would like to second that thought. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: May I suggest that you give your name when you address the 
Chair. 

L. W. REYNOLDS (Emporia): I quite agree that what showing could you require 
short of a hearing by the Probate Court with the appointment of a commission of doctors 
or a hearing before a jury, that would satisfy such requirements when the question is 
raised by the Standard. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: Well, this is filed in Probate Court isn’t it, before your 
referral. This assumes that a petition is filed for referral in Probate Court. Now you 
get your report of discharge, that is filed, wouldn’t that be a determination? 

Mr. REYNOLDS: Then why the Standard? 


MR. MARTINDELL: You may not want it. I am not trying to force anything down 
your throats but that is the thought of the Committee that there should be, if there was 
a petition that was presented to the Committee, the petition has been filed, how are 
you going to approve title. I don’t know as we should fix the exact method by which 
that is determined in the Standard. 


Mr. MANKA: I move the recommendation be tabled for this session of the conven- 
tion. (Motion seconded.) 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: You have heard the subsequent motion. We will vote on that 
first. All in favor of the motion as made by Mr. Manka say aye. Contrary no. The no's 
have it. It is not tabled, it is still on deck so we will vote on the next motion, is there any 
further discussion about that. 


Mr. Hickey (Liberal): The problem came up in our Probate Court several years 
ago where a man under such referral by petition in the Probate Court had given away 
$58,000 worth of property within thirty days before that time and died before the 
matter was adjudicated. He was discharged on referral. It caused a six months problem 
with the United States Gift Tax Section as to whether or not a valid gift tax was made 
under those circumstances. The only thought I have in mind is wondering if this thing 
should not be amended to cover a thirty day period prior to referral, some period right 
before, because we had a whale of a title problem on that, the final result was that 
Uncle Sam took the position that the man was not competent to make the $58,000 of 
gifts and allowed to get by without the gift tax, but there is this a hiatus question of 
a short period before and many of these transfers which are made are made right before 
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the petition instead of after the petition. I would like to have it considered. I am not 
making a motion to amend unless it should meet with favorable consideration, that 
the recommendation cover a period prior to the filing of the petition or whatever the 
opinion would be, and in our own case if it had been thirty days before we would have 
had a Standard. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Do you have any answer to that, Mr. Martindell? 

MR. MARTINDELL: I don’t think you can cover all contingencies in any Standard you 
try to adopt, except those things that are a matter of record. As far as trying to determine 
all questions of a lawsuit, you can’t do that by Title Standards. 

Mr. HICKEY: My only point was the fact that most of these transfers actually are 
made before the petition gets filed rather than afterwards. 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: I don’t think you can put a Standard in that would affect 
that in all situations. 

PRESIDENT EDSON: Any further discussion, please? 

Bos COULSON (Wichita): I gather the purpose of this is to make sure that we as 
examining attorneys see to it that the record is complete as to what happened to that 
petition or referral. So many times they refer them in the Probate Court of Larned, up 
at Larned, I don’t know what county that is off hand, anyway that Probate Court, the 
actual adjudication takes place there and it may or may not get back to the Probate 
Court where the petition arose and is that not the purpose just to see that we should 
see that the record of that proceeding is complete, rather than left in the air? I don’t see 
how we can request any transfer unless there has been an actual adjudication by the 
court. We have to presume the man is competent until there has been an affirmative 
showing otherwise. I wonder if that isn’t the real purpose, to be sure the record is 
complete rather than perhaps just letting it hang in the air. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Do you have an answer to that, Mr. Martindell? 


CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: I think that’s the purpose of the amendment. In other 
words here is a request brought up that puts you on notice. We ought to have some 
determination one way or the other before the title is cleared and you proceed accord- 
ingly. That is the intent of the Standard as viewed by the Chairman of the Committee 
at least. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: You understand the recommendation. All in favor of the rec- 
ommendation please signify by voting aye. Contrary? The chair is in doubt. Will you 
please stand, all in favor of the motion. All right, you may be seated. All those opposed 
please stand. The ayes have it. The motion is carried. Do you have any further recom- 
mendations? 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: One other. This shall be known as “8.6 Problem C. A 
surviving insane spouse holds the legal title to the property which was the homestead 
of the parties at the time of the death of his or her spouse. There are no minor children. 
Can the legal guardian sell the homestead under proper Probate Court proceedings? 

STANDARD C: The guardian may sell the homestead under proper proceedings 
under the order of the Probate Court directing the sale (see Lockridge v. Glace 158 Kan. 
431, Syllabi 1, 3 and 5).” 

I have this one comment to make. There is no dispute among the Committee as to 
the correctness of the Standard but as I recall there was three, possibly four of the 
Committee that thought this shouldn’t be made a Standard but is a matter of judicial 
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decision. Now that is up to the Bar Association as a whole to do as they desire in regard 
to this. Mr. President, I move you the adoption of the Standard as read. 

PRESIDENT EmsON: Do I hear a second. (Motion seconded.) 

PRESIDENT EmDsON: Is there any discussion? All in favor signify by saying aye. All 
those opposed say no. (Motion carried.) 

CHAIRMAN MARTINDELL: That concludes the report of the Committee, Mr. Presi- 
dent. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Thank you, Mr. Martindell. That completes the report of that 
committee. The next report is “Relations With the Medical Profession Committee,” 
Ford Harbaugh, chairman. Is Mr. Harbaugh here? Does he have a report? 


RELATIONS WITH THE MEDICAL PROFESSION 


CHAIRMAN HARBAUGH: Ladies and gentlemen, your Committee on Relations with 
the Medical Profession had a directive from your Association at its inception last year 
to endeavor to devise an inter-professional code with the medical profession. This I 
am happy to tell you we believe we have accomplished and we think rather well. Copies 
of this code have been prepared by the Association so that quite a few of you have seen 
them, and it is quite possible that some of you have not. Now I have here quite a 
lengthy report, and if someone insists, I will be happy to read it. 

Gentlemen, the members of the committee for the Bar Association who passed upon 
this thing other than myself are Bill Tinker, Bill Cunningham, Bill Ryan, Dave Fisher, 
Payne Ratner, Jr., Dave Prager, Lee Weeks, Blake Williamson, Swede Stroberg, Clyde 
Hill, and George Powers. I am not particularly proud of my efforts but it is a dandy 
committee. We believe that this particular code is a long step forward between attorneys 
and physicians, and basically what it says is that lawyers shall not practice medicine and 
doctors shall keep their cotton-picking hands off of our side of the street. It also says 
that there are certain obligations on the part of physicians toward the attorneys, and 
it spells them out and among them is their duty upon their own patients to make 
reports to you, to confer with you respecting litigation. It spells out the obligation to 
the attorney to pay the physician for his time, something that most of us do anyway. 
The real peanut in this thing is that it sets up an inter-professional committee of six 
lawyers and six doctors, and their powers are to make recommendations to the two 
organizations and in the first instance to mediate complaints. Now ladies and gentlemen, 
I think we have in that a most valuable thing. 

Without more ado, Mr. President, I move the adoption of my committee's report, 
and jointly with it I move that we now adopt this inter-professional code which I lay be- 
fore you and which I am happy to advise you has been adopted word for word by the 
Medical Society and our act will make it final. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Thank you, Mr. Harbaugh. I believe this report was approved 
by the Executive Council, was it not? 

Mr. HARBAUGH: Yes. 

PRESIDENT EDSON: It will be printed in the record. Is there a second for Mr. Har- 
baugh’s motion that it be adopted? (Motion seconded and carried.) 

Thank you very much for this, Mr. Harbaugh. I understand you addressed the doctors 
at Kansas City about this recently, did you? 
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CHAIRMAN HARBAUGH: It was a most happy occasion. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: It will be published in the Bar Journal and it is a very thorough 
piece of work and we are happy to have had the assistance of this capable committee, 
(Applause) 


INTERPROFESSIONAL CODE FOR ATTORNEYS 
AND PHYSICIANS 


A. PREAMBLE 


Acknowledging that a substantial part of the practice of law and medicine is con- 
cerned with the problems of persons who are in need of the combined services of a 
lawyer and doctor; that the public interest and individual problems in these circumstances 
are best served only as a result of cooperative efforts of all concerned; that members of 
both the legal and medical professions share an obligation to the individual and to 
society, we, the members of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas and the Kansas 
Medical Society, do adopt and recommend the following declaration of principles as 
standards of conduct for attorneys and physicians, in interrelated practice. 


B. COOPERATION BETWEEN PROFESSIONS 


1. It is recognized that the welfare of the physician’s patient and the attorney's 
client requires complete cooperation between the physician and the attorney in all cases 
involving their combined services. 

2. A physician should not advise on the amount of damages a patient should seek to 
recover, nor upon whether or not to employ an attorney. An attorney should not ask 
a physician to form or express an estimate of money damages in behalf of a patient. 

3. It is recognized that an attorney is the advocate of his client, and does not and 
cannot properly represent both sides. It is also recognized that a patient's attending 
physician has an obligation to furnish the patient’s attorney with proper medical facts. 


C. REPORTS AND CONFERENCES 


1. There should always be one or more conferences between the physician and 
attorney relative to the common problems in a particular case. Arrangements for con- 
ferences should conserve the time of all parties and should be held at the mutual con- 
venience of the physician and attorney. 

2. The physician should feel obligated to point out anything which he believes will 
be helpful in presenting the patient's case and any weaknesses in opposing medical 
theories or testimony. 

3. It is the obligation of the attorney to arrange desirable conferences and to apprise 
the physician of the significance to the case of the particular medical testimony in- 
volved. The attorney should always invite and answer all questions of the physician 
concerning the evidence or its presentation, and should counsel the physician relative 
to cross examination. 

4. A physician is entitled to the written authorization of the patient before he fur- 
nishes any attorney information concerning the history, physical condition, diagnosis 
or prognosis of a patient, and the attorney should furnish such written authorization in 
advance of a request for a conference or medical report. 
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5. The patient's attorney is entitled to a prompt report from the attending or treating 
physician concerning the medical facts, including history, treatment, diagnosis and prog- 
nosis. It is the obligation of the attorney to outline to the physician the matters he deems 
desirable to be covered in a medical report. A medical report shall be furnished as 
promptly as possible. 


D. MEDICAL TESTIMONY 


1. The physician recognizes that medical testimony is often absolutely essential. 

2. The attorney should make arrangements to permit the doctor to testify at the 
most convenient time and without unavoidable delay in the courtroom. 

3. It is recommended that a conference should always be held prior to testimony. 

4. If an attorney plans to have a subpoena served on a physician he should notify 
him, preferably in advance, of service where circumstances permit. The physician rec- 
ognizes that in many cases justice requires the service of a subpoena. 

5. It is recognized that the administration of justice by the courts cannot depend upon 
the convenience of litigants, attorneys or witnesses, including physicians called to testify. 
Therefore: 

(a) The attorney should notify the physician as far in advance as possible as to 
when he is to be needed to testify, and keep him notified and advised as to 
any changes in this respect as they arise. 

(b) The physician should arrange to appear promptly when requested and do so 
unless prevented by circumstances which would constitute legal excuse. 

6. The physician, while testifying should: 

(a) At all times maintain the dignity of his profession. 

(b) Answer questions as concisely and objectively as possible, using terminology, 
when permissible, which is understandable to a jury of laymen. 

(c) If he does not know the answer to any question, so state and make no attempt 
to conjecture or theorize, or give answers not responsive to questions pro- 
pounded or volunteer testimony. 

(d) Under no circumstances permit any bias, prejudice, favoritism or personal 
interest to influence his testimony. 

7. The attorney, in examining or cross-examining a physician, should: 

(a) Avoid questions which browbeat or badger the physician. The physician rec- 
ognizes that it is the attorney’s obligatior to his client to be responsible for 
the trial of the case, and recognizes that cross examination is a necessary part 
of the process of justice. 

(b) Prepare and propound all questions to the witness in such form and manner 
as will permit clear understanding and a forthright answer. 

(c) Cooperate with the physician by minimizing, as far as practicable, the time 
required for the physician to remain in court. 

8. It is recognized that there are two categories of medical testimony: 

(a) A doctor testifying for bis patient. 

(b) A doctor testifying as an expert witness, ordinarily as to party who has not 
been his patient. 

In the former case the physician has an obligation to his patient to cooperate with 
the patient's attorney in presenting the medical facts in court. A physician, however, 
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asked to testify as an expert witness not involving his patient is under no obligation 
to do so unless he so desires. 


E. COMPENSATION FOR SERVICES OF PHYSICIANS 


1. A physician is entitled to reasonable compensation for professional services ren- 
dered. An attorney is prohibited by the ethics of his profession from making payment 
to the physician for medical reports or testimony. Such compensation must be paid by 
the patient or client. The physician is prohibited by the ethics of his profession from 
entering into any arrangement whereby the physician’s charge is determined by the 
amount of financial recovery. 

2. Notwithstanding that the attorney cannot assume an obligation to pay the fees 
of a physician, it shall be the obligation of the attorney to ask authority of the patient 
to pay the physician direct for his services out of any money recovery obtained for the 
patient. It shall also be the obligation of the attorney to cooperate with the physician 
in making all proper arrangements for payment for his services. 

3. When a physician testifies as an expert witness as distinguished from testifying 
in behalf of his patient, his fees will be paid by the party calling him, in such amount 
as shall be agreed upon with the attorney representing such party. 

4. Although the physician must set his own fees, it is suggested that a reasonable 
standard in many cases would be the equivalent of what the charge would be to a patient 
for the same amount of time and skill for professional services. 


5. No attorney shall charge a fee to a physician for collection of an account for 
medical services, collected in personal injury litigation for the client-patient. 


F. JOINT MEDICAL-LEGAL COMMITTEE 


The Bar Association of the State of Kansas and the Kansas Medical Society shall each 
appoint six members from its profession who shall serve on a committee, two to serve 
for a term of one year, two for a term of two years, and two for a term of three years, 
and thereafter members shall be appointed for a term of three years, and said twelve 
individuals shall constitute the Joint Medical-Legal Committee. Such committee shall: 

(a) Promulgate such suggestions as may be necessary to carry into effect the 
principles hereby adopted. 

(b) Jointly attempt to mediate and arbitrate, in the first instance, any disputes 
arising between individual physicians and lawyers or between the two pro- 
fessions. 

(c) Report annually to each of said organizations the work of the committee 
during the year and make such recommendations to said organizations as 
the committee deems desirable. 


G. ENACTMENT 


This code shall become effective upon its adoption by the Bar Association of the State 
of Kansas and the Kansas Medical Society. It shall be subject to amendment by joint 
action of the two professions and shall guide both professions in their interprofessional 
relationships in a spirit of cooperation and understanding. 
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H. APPROVALS 


1. This code has been approved by the Committee on Relations with the Medical 
Profesion of the Bar Association of the State of Kansas, and is, by them,

PRESIDENT EIDSON: The next one is “Improvement of Laws and Procedures Com- 
mittee,” Spencer Gard, Chairman. 


IMPROVEMENT OF LAWS AND PROCEDURES 


CHAIRMAN GARD: Ladies and gentlemen, the Committee has held two meetings dur- 
ing the year, first in Wichita on October 18, 1957, in conjunction with the mid-year 
meeting of the Association. The other was a breakfast meeting at the Jayhawk Hotel 
in Topeka yesterday morning on May 8th. 

This report is supplemental to the report heretofore made of the meeting in October. 

The following dispositions of matters pending before the committee have been made: 


1. The proposal to study and consider appropriate revision and consolidation of the 
Kansas Statutes relating to eminent domain procedures is deemed worthy of further 
careful attention and it is suggested that this committee as constituted for the coming: 
year refer the matter to a sub-committee for the purpose of obtaining research assistance 
and the drafting of an appropriate act or acts for promulgation. 


2. Approval of the committee was given to the promulgation for adoption in Kan- 
sas of the Uniform Contribution Among Tort Feasors Act (Revised) and the committee 
asks the approval of the Association of its endorsement and reference to the Legislative 
Committee.* 


3. The proposal for legislation authorizing the creation of a Supreme Court Com- 
mission to draft and recommend to the Supreme Court for adoption rules of procedure 
for the district courts to supersede in part the Kansas Code of Civil Procedure is con- 
sidered of major importance and the committee renews its recommendation of such an 
act. The proposal has been overwhelmingly approved by the Association membership 
and the measure should again be urged for adoption at the 1959 session of the Legisla- 
ture. To the end that a suitable act may be drafted and effectively promoted this com- 





*Editor’s Note: An article on this subject, written by Judge Gard, appears on page 1 and 2 of this BAR JOURNAL. 
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mittee recommends that a special committee of the Association be appointed for such 
purpose, the tenure of the committee to be for such time as may be necessary to accom- 
plish the enactment of such legislation, but not exceeding three years. 


Nine items in addition to those above mentioned are still pending before the com- 
mittee for further consideration. 


I think out of fairness to you that I should make some very brief comments about the 
recommendation contained in Number 2, the recommendation relating to the Uniform 
Contribution among Tort Feasors Act.* In Kansas the only contribution we have in the 
area of tort is among judgment debtors. The statute which provides for that has been 
construed by the Supreme Court to extend to those against whom a joint judgment is 
obtained in tort cases as well as in contract cases. Now this act if adopted in Kansas 
would make contributions among joint tort feasors available to those who have to pay 
more than their share of the joint obligation even though the plaintiff has not seen fit to 
sue them all and has for instance obtained a judgment only against one. Our statute 
is, of course, inadequate in protecting those jointly liable in tort against the possibility 
of having to pay more than the share of the joint liability. Now the act contains appro- 
priate provisions, expressions of public policy which have been thrashed out, which have 
as they have been resolved the approval of many, many interests such as the insurance 
companies and the railroads and other groups, and contains appropriate protection for 
the man who in good faith has settled his liability and has obtained a release from the 
injured person. 

Now, that’s by the way of a very minimal explanation. The committee thinks the 
Act is good, we think it is needed in Kansas, and I am frank to say to you it has not 
been submitted to the membership for vote. It would be a little hard to present by mail 
to the membership in order to get an intelligent vote, and so we are presuming upon 
your indulgence at this time to ask for the approval of this action of the committee. 


Mr. Chairman, I move the adoption of the report and the adoption of the recom- 
mendations contained therein. 





PRESIDENT EDSON: Do I understand that is recommendation Number 2? 


JupGE GARD: I make the motion with respect to 2 and 3. The third one pertains to 
the provision of the code of civil procedure and the only recommendation in it which 
is pertinent now in view of its previous approval by the Association is the suggestion 
for a special committee to pay special attention to this project. 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: Is the recommendation of the committee understood? 


Mr. SCOVELL: I am just wondering about one thing, I haven't any feeling on it one 
way or the other, but will the adoption of that law viciate and eliminate covenants not 
to sue? 


JupcE Garp: It will by express provision put the covenant not to sue and the release 
on exactly the same basis. 


PRESIDENT EDSON: Are there any other questions you desire to ask the judge? Is 
there a second to the motion? (Motion seconded and passed.) 


The next report we will have is the “Kansas Bar Foundation,” Jack Bond, Chairman. 
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THE KANSAS BAR FOUNDATION 


CHAIRMAN BOND: Mr. President, members of the Bar Association, and guests. This 
report is really not a report, but the members of the Board of Trustees of your Bar 
Foundation felt that something should be said at this meeting concerning the Bar 
Foundation. The Foundation was established during the reign of Chalfant as President 
of the Association. We felt, the lawyers felt, and he felt particularly vitally interested 
in it, and he has carried through by making a substantial donation to the Foundation. We 
felt we should have a medium or agency through which lawyers or any other person 
who is interested in the fine things that this Foundation can accomplish may make con- 
tributions tax free and something could be accomplished. The things that we are trying 
to do could be carried into effect. We haven’t made any campaign for funds among the 
lawyers of Kansas or from other sources; but it is a worthwhile thing and your Trustees 
would be very happy to get a little better response. We have sent a letter to each mem- 
ber of the Association. We have also publicized the Bar Foundation through the Bar 
Journal. Now at the meeting this morning your Trustees felt it wasn’t exactly the time 
to put on a drive for money for the Bar Foundation, so we are not asking you to make 
any contributions, that is by means of a drive, which could be undertaken. However, it 
is so simple, it seems to the members of the Board, that when you send your check for 
dues to the Kansas Bar Association, if you would enclose a check for five or ten dollars 
or twenty-five dollars or whatever amount you saw fit to contribute for the Bar Founda- 
tion, it would only be a question of time until we would have thousands of dollars in 
the treasury of the Bar Foundation and that money could be used for a very fine purpose, 
to carry out the purposes of the organization of the Bar Foundation. No doubt many of 
you lawyers have opportunities in preparing wills that some of your clients would like 
to make a contribution to the worthwhile objects of the Bar Foundation. 


Now I haven't any report to make that requires any action here today, merely at the 
request of the members of the Board, and you will have a new Board at the election to- 
morrow. Now the new Board may try some other method, but anyway this Bar Founda- 
tion, there are a great many of them organized, some of them have substantial amounts 
of money in the treasury and are doing a great work. We don’t want to lag behind the 
other Bar Foundations but we can’t accomplish anything without financial help from 
the members of the Bar and any other person who might be inteersted in carrying out 
the worthwhile objects of the organization of this foundation, and therefore let me urge 
you on behalf of the Board of Trustees of your Bar Foundation that when you send in 
your check or any other time you see fit to do so, when you send in your check for your 
dues to the Kansas Bar Association, you include a check, even if it is only for five dollars, 
payable to the Bar Foundation, and before we know it we will have a fund of twenty- 
five or fifty thousand dollars we could use to very fine advantage to the benefit of every 
lawyer in the state of Kansas. 


I don’t ask for any action on this report, Mr. Chairman. 

PRESIDENT EMsON: Thank you, Mr. Bond. No action will be taken. 

Mr. Scovell, do you wish to make a report on the Military Law Committee which has 
just been organized? 
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MILITARY LAW 


MR. SCOVELL: We organized Wednesday afternoon a Military Law Committee to 
be made up of nine members. We selected the nine members already in a meeting of oh, 
I would say there were about sixty or seventy lawyers who are now or have been in the 
Judge Advocate General's office of the three services, the object of which is primarily 
to do things in connection with military law, the treatment of our people who are in the 
military services, and the immediate thing is in connection with adequate compensation 
for lawyers who are in the service and get them paid on the same basis as other people, 
professionally in service, like doctors and dentists. They get a hundred dollars a month 
extra. It is to look after the interests of lawyers who are in the military service. It is a 
new thing that has been set up and there isn’t any report yet on what we have done be- 
cause we haven't done anything but argue. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Thank you, Mr. Scovell. I recommend that you do not leave, we 
have just one more report and then there will be a drawing for books. You might be the 
lucky one. Stick around. 

The last report is the report of the “Labor Law Committee,” Phil H. Lewis of Topeka. 
He went to take President Rhyne on his way to Kansas City. He, however, left his report 
here which will be published in the Bar Journal. 


LABOR LAW 


Your committee held one comprehensive meeting at the time of the mid-year meet- 
ing of the Association. Seven of the ten members of the committee were present. 


The committee reviewed the report of its predecessor committee and particularly the 
statement of objectives adopted in 1957, to wit: 


« 


The objective of this committee shall be to study the present laws of this state 
pertaining to labor relations and make such recommendations to the state associa- 
tion and its membership as will make such said laws usable, helpful and equitable to 
the employee, the employer and the public. This includes a study of the field of 
cooperation between the state and federal jurisdictions. This committee will study 
the possibility of sponsoring an annual labor law institute with the purpose of better 
equipping the general legal practitioner with a basic knowledge of the labor relations 
field.” 


It was the consensus that the committee, to be useful, must carefully avoid the political 
aspects of labor law and policy since it is very easy in this emotion-charged field to be- 
come non-objective in viewpoint. It was the committee's belief that the Bar Association 
could, over a period of time, render effective service in aiding in the maturing of labor 
law if objectivity can be retained. 

One of the conclusions of the predecessor committee was that a greater understanding 
of labor law, procedures and problems, should be attained by the legal profession. Toward 
that end, the Program Committee was requested to afford time on the annual meeting 
program for a comprehensive section meeting covering the field of labor law, and 
specifically discussions on the National Labor Relations Board, the Kansas Labor Act 
and the problem of federal-state jurisdiction. Such a section meeting was scheduled and 
incorporated into the annual meeting program of the Association. 
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The committee believed the gravest problem requiring attention was within the so- 
called twilight zone area. Due to financial and staff limitations, the National Labor Re- 
lations Board limits its jurisdiction to cases involving employers meeting certain inter- 
state volume minimums. On the other hand, many states, including Kansas, have denied 
having jurisdiction where any interstate commerce is present even though the forum of 
the National Labor Relations Board is not available due to its administratively imposed 
limitation. A channel for relief exists under Sect. 10 of the Act wherein the Board is 
granted authority to cede jurisdiction to states by agreement with state agency unless 
the state statutes are inconsistent with the provisions of the federal statute. This channel 
has not proven effective as no such agreement has ever been effected; and the indications 
presently are that no policy of turning over jurisdiction to states is contemplated. 

One of the real problems in this area is that for the National Labor Relations Board 
to take and exercise in all cases—eliminating minimum volume requirements—would 
vastly increase its volume of work. This would require additional operating funds and 
substantially enlarged staffs. It was the consensus of the committee that the matters in- 
volving smaller establishments should better be left to state jurisdiction. The committee 
adopted the following resolution [No. 1]: 

BE IT RESOLVED, that it is the judgment and recommendation of the committee 
that in the best interests of labor, management and the public something should be 
done to establish a forum to determine labor controversies which now fall within 
the jurisdiction of the National Labor Relations Board but upon which the Board 


will not take action because the impact of the controversy upon interstate commerce 
is not substantial. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it is the judgment and recommendation of 
the committee that all labor controversies falling within the twilight zone by reason 
of their non-substantial impact on interstate commerce should be handled in a state 
rather than a federal forum. 


Since it was the feeling of the committee, that hope of relief on an administrative level 
was unlikely, the following additional resolution [No. 2] was adopted: 


WHEREAS, it is the opinion of this committee that it is a matter of serious con- 
cern to the legal profession due to jurisdictional problems no forum exists for the 
hearing of a great mass of labor disputes. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the committee recommends the follow- 
ing program of action by the Bar Association of the State of Kansas: 


(1) That the Congress of the United States adopt legislation defining the mini- 
mum limits of NLRB jurisdiction instead of permitting an administrative de- 
termination of such jurisdiction; 

(2) That the Congress definitely cede to the respective states the jurisdiction to 
determine labor disputes and controversies which are outside the established jur- 
isdiction of the NLRB; and 

(3) That the Bar Association of the State of Kansas take such action as is nec- 
essary or desirable to bring this matter to the attention of the Kansas legislature 
and the Congress of the United States with a view to obtaining the legislation 
needed to provide an adequate forum to hear and determine such controversies. 


The committee recommends the above resolutions to the Executive Committee of the 
Bar Association of the State of Kansas for its consideration and appropriate action. It 
further recommends that the Association continue to have a Labor Law Committee with 
the objective of continued study and attention in this important area of law. 
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Respectfully submitted, Peter Caldwell, James H. Barnes, Fred A. Beatty, Frantz

PRESIDENT EIDSON: I am advised the last Resolution of the Labor Committee appear- 
ing as “Additional Resolution [No. 2]” (reading) is a recommendation which should be 
called to your attention and submitted to you for your approval or disapproval. The com- 
mittee further recommends that the Association continue to have a Labor Law Committee 
with an objective of continued study and attention in this important area. 

Do you want to approve these recommendations, and do you want to act on them now? 
If so, I will entertain a motion. 

Mr. SHAW: I so move. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Is there a second? 

MR. SCOVELL: I will second the motion. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Is there any discussion? (Motion duly passed and carried.) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Now I think if there is nothing further that anyone wants to talk 
about at this time we will proceed with the drawing for the books. 

MR. MARTINDELL: I wasn’t here when they had the report of the Executive Secretary 
but I understand we have a membership of about fifteen or sixteen hundred haven't we? 

SECRETARY SHUART: Seventeen hundred and fifty. 

Mr. MARTINDELL: The point is that this past year I have been appointed on two 
committees and I haven’t served any on one committee to any particular advantage to 
anybody, and with a membership of this size it seems to me it would be better judgment 
if we didn’t have any one person on two different committees. 

PRESIDENT EmsON: I thought you were taken off the second one, Mr. Martindell. 
Maybe you weren’t advised of it, so your inaction was very appropriate. (Laughter) 

We will now have the drawing. (Adjournment) 


SATURDAY MORNING SESSION—MAY 10, 1958 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: Gentlemen, will you take your seats and we will start off by 
drawing for these prizes, please. Come down to the front won't you. The Judge requests 
that I request you to do that and there is a lot of room down here and of course you can 
hear better that is true. 

Gentlemen, as you know we finished up all of our committee reports yesterday and 
we have no business other than the pleasure of hearing Justice Wedell. 

As I stated a moment ago, our program provides that there should be a business meet- 
ing in the Assembly Room for committee reports. They were all handed in and talked 
about yesterday and we have no committee reports, therefore the next item on the pro- 
gram is a speech by The Honorable Hugo T. Wedell on “Non-Political Selection of 
Justices.” 

I should remind you that at our 1957 meeting at Wichita, the committee on the 
Selection and Tenure and Retirement of Judges submitted the following report and it 
was adopted and approved: 

“1. Your Committee recommends with reference to the proposed Constitutional 
Amendment that the Kansas Bar Association endorse and strongly supports the proposed 
Amendment. 
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“2. That inasmuch as the proposed Constitutional Amendment only provides for 
change in the method of selection of the Supreme Court Justices, that the Kansas Bar 
Association recommend that the Kansas plan of selection and tenure of District Judges be 
submitted in the future. 

“3, That a public relations program be set up and apart from the Kansas Bar Asso- 
ciation to publicize and acquaint the people of our state on the proposed Constitutional 
Amendment, and that a professional director be employed.” 

The Steering Committee has been formed and we are in the process of organizing that 
lay committee to promote and sponsor the vote of the people next November favorably 
to this amendment. 

We find, however, that a good many, even lawyers, are not fully informed about Senate 
Concurrent Resolution No. 4 which was passed by the Senate and House in 1957, and so 
it was our desire to have Judge Hugo Wedell, who has worked hard and vigorously in 
support of this amendment, and who knows more about it I think than any of us, to tell 
us his views and give us the benefit of his experience and knowledge and all of the 
angles of the problem, and we are having it taken down and it will be published in your 
Bar Journal and we will broadcast it generally so that you may have the facts that you 
get from Judge Wedell available so that you can sponsor this proposition which has been 
voted on 5 to 1 by the Bar Association, a large majority of the lawyers favor this, and it 
was passed and has been endorsed continually through the years. 

The Judge just called my attention to the fact the Attorney General, as you know, has 
recently made some exceptions to the manner in which the Senate handled the passage 
and publication of Concurrent Resolution No. 4. He said it was not properly done be- 
cause it was not published in the Journal. We promptly went to the Bill Drafting De- 
partment and had the state revisor of statutes draw up another Resolution which was 
curative in nature and which published a complete Constitutional Amendment, Senate 
Concurrent Resolution No. 4, in the Journals of the Senate and House and then we took 
it back to the Attorney General and he said he had no objection so there isn’t anything, 
you can free your mind of any doubt about the constitutionality or propriety or the 
legality of it, it will be on the ballot and t is not being challenged from any source. 

So at this time it is my great pleasure to introduce and present to you, The Honorable 
Judge Hugo T. Wedell. (Applause) [See pages 355-364 of May, 1958 Bar Journal for 
Judge Wedell’s remarks entitled “Non-Political Selection of Justices.” ] 

PRESIDENT EDSON: Thank you Judge, for this very informative and inspiring, I 
might say, address to us on this most important question. I think from your applause that 
you received it tells you how it went over and it is just too bad there weren't more people 
here. 

Mr. RAYNOLDs (Emporia): Would it be out of the way to ask if the Bar Association 
could give to us a copy ahead of the printing that I know will come of this proceeding in 
the regular Bar Journal, but some of us who haven't been as loyal to the situation would 
appreciate having this as early as possible to save us the tremendous work that has gone 
into Judge Wedell’s work. If we could have that, maybe that has been brought up al- 
ready, but I wonder if it might be possible for the Association to get that to our offices 
so we could with our associates as early as possible study it, an educational process. 


PRESIDENT EIDSON: Mr. Raynolds, that has been thought about and our Steering Com- 
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mittee is trying to establish the lay committee that I told you about at the outset, and we 
want to get it printed in pamphlet form and disributed throughout the state so that not 
only the lawyers but the lay people may know the most cogent arguments I can imagine, 
which have just been given to you by Judge Wedell, for this Constitutional Amendment, 
Is there anyone else that has any question they would like to ask the Judge? I should 
have probably said that we have a little time here since we are ahead of our schedule. 
If not, then we will proceed to wind up this convention. 


Mr. LAING (Wichita): We heard a talk yesterday by the President of the Missouri 
Bar on this matter over there, they call it being realistic, as Judge Wedell has said, they 
call it “non-partisan,” they recognize there will be some politics, they call it non-partisan 
instead of non-political. I think it is a little more realistic. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Yes, that has been thought about too. I think all of these items 
will be taken care of. 

We will now have the report of the Resolutions Committee. Chairman James Taylor 
from Sharon Springs, will you come forward and present us the committee report. 


RESOLUTIONS 


CHAIRMAN TAYLOR: Mr. President, your Resolutions Committee composed of Dallas 
Knapp of Coffeyville, Arthur Hodgson of Lyons, and myself. 

The first—these resolutions are in different parts and different phases and will be 
submitted as separate items. 

The first one is: 

WHEREAS, there has existed for several months a vacancy on the Bench of the United 
States District Court for Kansas caused by the death of the Hon. Arthur Mellott, and 

WHEREAS, it has been necessary to call in Judges from adjoining districts to try cases 
pending in the United States District Court for Kansas, and 

WHEREAS, the failure to appoint a successor judge is unfair to the litigants and the 
attorneys having cases before the United States District Court and the administration of 
justice is being hindered; now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BAR ASSOCIATION OF THE STATE OF KANSAS 
in regular session assembled, that said Association urges the immediate appointment of 
some competent attorney in Kansas to be such successor Judge, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution be forwarded to each of 
the United States Senators for the State of Kansas, and to the Department of Justice, 
(Attorney General) duly signed by the President and Secretary of this Association. 

Mr. President, I move you the adoption of this resolution. (Motion seconded and 
passed. ) 

“WHEREAS, the practice of law has always been considered to be an individual effort, 
which has dignified the individual, and 

WHEREAS, it has been frequently stated that every individual owes a duty to spend 
some of his time and financial resources in the promotion of the benefits of his pro- 
fession, and 
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. WHEREAS, the members of this Association have heretofore voted more than five to 
7 one in favor of a Constitutional amendment to our State Constitution for a better selection 
and tenure of the Judges of our Court; now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED that the members of this Association pledge their individual effort 
to work for and support financially the passage of the Judicial Amendment to the Kansas 
Constitution at the November election, and to use their individual efforts to explain said 
proposition and to work for its passage.” 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of this resolution. (Motion seconded and passed.) 

“WHEREAS, the Kansas Bar Foundation was established by this Association in 1957, 
and 

WHEREAS, the objectives of the Bar Foundation appear in the May 1957 and in the 
August 1957 issues of the Bar Journal at pages 29 and 30 and 

WHEREAS, during the past year, the trustees of the Bar Foundation have set up a 
program for scholarships and loans at the law schools at Washburn University and at 
the University of Kansas, and 

WHEREAS, the objectives are recognized as worthy purposes; now, therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED by the annual meeting of the Kansas Bar Association that we urge 
the continuance of the program that has been initiated by the trustees, and that each 


lawyer in Kansas endeavor to promote the purposes of the Kansas Bar Foundation through 
his efforts, both individually and financially as he may be able to do.” 


“WHEREAS, at the annual meeting of this Association held at Wichita in 1957 a 
resolution was duly adopted urging the immediate enactment of legislation to create a 
Third United States District Judgeship for the District of Kansas, and 

WHEREAS, the case load in said District has continued to increase, despite the untir- 
ing effort of our District Judge Hill since the death of Judge Mellott, and 


Mr. President, I move the adoption of this resolution. (Motion seconded and passed.) 


WHEREAS, no action apparently has been taken; now, therefore 


BE IT RESOLVED that the Bar Association of the State of Kansas strongly urges the 
continued insistence upon the creation of such Third Judgeship for the State of Kansas, 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a copy of this resolution signed by the President 
of this Association and attested by the Secretary, be sent to each member of the delegation 
from Kansas in Congress and also to each member of the Judicial Committee in the United 
States Senate and House of Representatives.” 


Mr. President, I move the adoption of this resolution. (Motion seconded and carried.) 


“BE IT RESOLVED that the Bar Association of the State of Kansas in annual session 
convened in Topeka, Kansas, on May 8, 9, and 10, 1958, the following be adopted: 

That we hereby express to the Bar Association of Topeka and to the committees thereof 
and to the individual attorneys of Topeka our sincere thanks and appreciation for their 
work in preparing a fine entertainment and their attention to our desires and wants. 

On behalf of our wives and ladies, our sincere thanks to the Topeka lawyers’ wives and 
secretaries who have assisted in making the stay of the ladies enjoyable and relaxing. 
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And to the newspapers and radio stations who have treated our sessions with good pub- 
licity and important news stories on the activities of our Association, and particularly to 
the day by day reporting of the activities of the Bar and its purpose, we say thank you for 
your fairness, and by your actions you have enabled the public to understand better the 
legal profession and the services they perform to aid in the administration of justice and 
protection of the rights of human beings. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that our Association extend its appreciation and thanks 
for the outstanding and able administration of affairs by our President, O. B. Eidson, who 
has worked hard, dilgently, and industriously to promote the best interests of the legal 
profession. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED we hereby say to the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee and to the Executive Secretary-Treasurer, “Thanks for having done much to con- 
tinue the promotion and welfare of our Association,” and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED we all pledge ourselves to be present at our next con- 
vention in 1959 and to work with our officers for the attainment of our objectives during 
their coming year in office.” 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of this resolution. (Motion seconded and passed.) 

There was submitted to us one other resolution which we wish to submit to you for your 
consideration and your adoption and that is as probably you know there is a new veterans’ 
hospital going up here in Topeka. It has been suggested by resolution to Congress by 
Congressman Avery that it be named for two members of our Association, one a former 
President, Dyke O'Neil, who passed from this earthly existence at a time of annual com- 
munication, and to Harry Colmery. We therefore submit the following resolution: 

“BE IT RESOLVED that the bill introduced by Congressman Avery which memorialized 
Congress to select the name of Colmery-O’Neil as the name of the new veterans’ hospital 
in Topeka be endorsed, they being lawyers and outstanding members of the legal pro- 
fession of Kansas.” 

Mr. President, I move the adoption of that resolution. (Motion seconded and passed.) 

PRESIDENT EDSON: Thank you, Mr. Taylor and members of your committee, for a very 
well done job. It is fully appreciated. 

The next order of business is the report of the Nominating Committee. Chairman War- 
ren Shaw, will you make that report, please. 


NOMINATION AND ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND BAR 
FOUNDATION TRUSTEES 


CHAIRMAN SHAW: Mr. President, Your Honor Judge Wedell, distinguished guests, 
members of the Kansas Bar Association, may I first divert from the work of the Nomi- 
nating Committee to say on behalf of the Topeka Bar Association we do appreciate very 
much the resolution you just passed as it pertains to the Bar Association, but may I say 
that if your stay here was enjoyable, if the meetings and the plans and entertainment ses- 
sions did meet with your approval, we are indeed happy that we could have you, the 
greatest group in Kansas as our guests here. 


The Nominating Committee has met and consists of Judge Somers, J. B. McKay, and 
myself, and wish to submit the following report of the nominating committee. I am sorry 
it is not in writng and in a form to give to the Secretary, such as other reports have been

made, but this committee has been working dilgently and changing its mind constantly 
and nothing has been settled until just this minute. (Laughter) So I didn’t have a chance 
to make it in a final written form such as that of Mr. Taylor's report. 

We wish to submit this report for Trustees of the Kansas Bar Foundation: Jack Bond, 
El Dorado; James Taylor, Sharon Springs; Fred Connor, Great Bend; Robert G. Braden, 
Wichita; Willard Haynes, Kansas City; and Horrace H. Rich of Coldwater. We make that 
as a report and wish to place those men in nomination. 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Do I hear a second? (Motion seconded and passed.) 

PRESIDENT EIDSON: I should tell you that these trustees will meet and select their own 
officers. 

CHAIRMAN SHAW: For the other nominations the Committee wishes to submit as their 
report the following. These will be surprising I know to most of you. 

For President, Jay Scovel, Independence; President-Elect, Wm. Beall, Clay Center; Vice- 
President, Don Lang, Scott City. 

For Executive Council: First District, Tim Bannon, Leavenworth; Fourth District, 
Harry O. Janicke, Winfield; Fifth District, Leo McNalley, Minneapolis; Seventh District, 
Wesley E. Brown, Hutchinson; and Ninth District, Maurice Wildgen, Larned.

PRESIDENT EIDSON: Are there any other nominations from the floor for these offices?

PRESIDENT SCOVELL: Mr. President, you said you were going to turn the gavel over 
to me but I didn’t get one. (Laughter) 

Anyway it goes without saying that I certainly appreciate the honor of being elected 
President of this fine Association and organization, and it will be the objective of myself 
in that official capacity to insofar as possible carry out the wishes of the majority of the 
Bar. 

Now as has been shown here, you have by unanimous vote of those present today, the 
Bar wishes to have the officers of this Association work diligently for the enactment of 
the Constitutional Amendment that we have for twenty years been trying to get down 
to this point. The Bar Association started in back in 1936 discussing this improvement 
in our selection of judges and we have finally gotten it down to the point where the 
Legislature has got it to where the people now will pass on it, and we have been charged 
with the responsibility of using our best efforts to have that enacted and that is a responsi- 
bility that I very happily take over. We are right in the middle of it, Bain has carried 
it down this far and it will be up to us, who are taking over now, to take it on down the 
line for the next six months. So far as any meetings that I will be called on to attend or 
any comments I will be called on to make, there won't be much use to expect me to talk 
about anything except this subject which I think is the most important thing that the 
Bar Association has on hands now and probably the most important it has ever had.

Now I happen to know that in the Rotary Club at home a speaker came there to talk 
on Right-to-work and he asked how many of the eighty members there knew there 
was more than one Constitutional amendment to vote on, and not over 10% of them 
did. So we can help a lot by going to various groups and we will be performing a 
public service to go to them and explain to them what these Constitutional amendments 
are, and if we will ask for that privilege they won't hesitate to grant it. I have already 
talked to four service clubs and I have a number of other engagements in Independence 
and near Independence to take care of these things. 

So that is one thing that we can do. 

Now I am not—you have listened to an excellent speech so you don’t want another 
one—and I don’t have one prepared. The first thing that I will perform as President of 
this Association is call a meeting of the Executive Council right after this meeting ad- 
journs up here. There is a little matter that should be taken care of now, and again I 
wish to thank you for the honor that has been conferred on me by electing me President 
of this Association. (Applause) 

As you know there is supposed to be a badge or card showing that Bain is now a Past 
President of this organization that I thought I was going to give to him today but it is 
still over at the jewelers so I can’t do that. 

We have a drawing here yet to make and as soon as that is completed this meeting 
of the Bar Association will be adjourned. Thank you.

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CASE NOTES 


ARREST — AUTHORITY TO ARREST WITHOUT A WARRANT — 
INADMISSIBLE EVIDENCE AS REASONABLE GROUNDS FOR BELIEF 
THAT OFFENSE HAS BEEN COMMITTED 


A Federal Bureau of Narcotics Agent was told by a “reliable informant” that the de- 
fendant, who was unknown to the agent, would alight from a train at a certain time on 
either of two days, wearing certain clothing and would be walking fast and carrying 
narcotics. When the agent observed a person of this description alighting from the train, 
the agent arrested and searched him finding heroin and a hypodermic syringe. The de- 
fendant filed a motion to suppress the evidence taken in the search upon the ground 
that it had been taken from him by means of an unlawful search and seizure. The motion 
was denied by the trial court, and the defendant was convicted on the basis of the seized 
evidence. On appeal the Court of Appeals affirmed, holding the agent had reasonable 
grounds to believe that the defendant was committing a violation of the Narcotics Act 
and that the evidence was disclosed in a search incident to a lawful arrest and was there- 
fore admissible in evidence (one dissent). Draper v. United States, 248 F.2d 295 (10th 
Cir. 1957). 

Section 104(a) (2) of the Narcotic Control Act, 70 Stat. 567 (1956), 26 US.C. 
§7607 (2) (Supp. IV 1957) provides in part that an agent of the Bureau of Narcotics 
may make arrests without warrant for violations of any law of the United States relating to 
narcotic drugs where such agent has “reasonable grounds” to believe that the person to 
be arrested has committed or is committing such violation. Chief Judge Bratton, in the 
majority opinion, stated that reasonable grounds exist “When the facts and circumstances, 
together with the reasonable inferences fairly to be drawn from them, are such as would 
lead a reasonably intelligent, discreet, and prudent person to conclude that there is good 
ground to believe that the law relating to narcotics has been or is being violated.” (248 
F.2d at 298). The information furnished by the reliable informant together with the 
verification of this information after the appellant alighted from the train, was sufficient 
to give the agent reasonable grounds to believe that the appellant was committing a 
violation of the narcotics laws. Therefore the arrest without a warrant was valid and 
the subsequent search was not unreasonable. 

The position taken by the court in the principal case, that hearsay evidence alone is 
sufficient to constitute reasonable grounds for the belief that a felony has been or is 
being committed, is supported by considerable authority. United States v. Li Fat Tong, 
152 F.2d 650 (2nd Cir. 1945); United States v. Walker, 246 F.2d 519 (7th Cir. 1957); 
Wrightson v. United States, 236 F.2d 672 (D.C. Cir. 1956). Much of the authority, 
however, is dicta. See United States v. Jackson, 149 F. Supp. 937 (D.C. 1957). 


It is well established that hearsay evidence is admissible to help constitute reasonable 
grounds for arrest without a warrant where the arresting officer also has some personal 
facts available to corroborate the hearsay evidence. Coupe v. United States, 113 F.2d 145 
(D.C. Cir. 1940), cert. denied 310 U.S. 651 (1940); United States v. Bianco, 189 F.2d 
716 (3rd Cir. 1951). 

The courts also adhere strongly to the view taken in the principal case that when hear- 
say evidence is the sole basis relied upon to make an arrest without a warrant, the hear- 
say evidence must be from a reliable informant. An “anonymous tip” is not sufficient. 
See Contee v. United States, 215 F.2d 324 (D.C. Cir. 1954). There are, however, im- 
plications that information from an undisclosed and unverified source may be considered 
along with other facts in making an arrest without a warrant. United States v. Jackson, 
supra. 

It now seems to be established also, that where an arrest without a warrant is made 
solely upon the basis of hearsay information, the source of the information must be dis- 
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closed upon demand of the person who was arrested in order that the court may deter- 
mine whether the arresting officer was, in fact, acting upon reliable hearsay information. 
Roviaro v. United States, 353 U.S. 53 (1957) (Dicta); United States v. Heitner, 149 
F.2d 105 (2nd Cir. 1945); United States v. Keown, 19 F. Supp. 639 (W.D. Ky. 1937). 
But see United States v. Li Fat Tong, supra. 


The rationale underlying these rules is that an arresting officer need not have sufficient 
evidence for a conviction in order to make a valid arrest without a warrant. To make 
such a requirement would so cut down the powers of peace officers that they could not 
possibly perform their duties. United States v. Heitner, supra. The federal courts are 
also of the general opinion that the strict rules of evidence necessary in court are not 
applicable and can not be used to reject the use of hearsay testimony in this situation. 
In United States v. Walker, supra at 527, the court in deciding that hearsay evidence 
could be used to form reasonable grounds to believe that a person was committing a 
felony stated, “The technical rules of evidence regarding hearsay come into greater im- 
portance at a trial on the merits, especially when jurors are participating. But in an 
instance of the type now before us, strict application of the hearsay rule is a sterile 
technicality if not an incorrect application of the exclusionary rule.” The Supreme Court 
has applied the same rationale in holding that an arresting officer may use evidence of 
a person’s prior criminal activities to help constitute reasonable grounds for the belief 
that a felony is being committed. Brinegar v. United States, 338 U.S. 160 (1949). It 
has not been decided whether such evidence may be used as the sole basis for probable 
cause or reasonable grounds. There seems to be little authority as to whether other evi- 
dence which is inadmissible at a trial due to the strict rules of evidence may be used by 
an arresting officer to constitute reasonable grounds. 


Whether or not the above rationale applies to illegally obtained evidence is a question 
yet to be decided. This writer has been unable to find any authority deciding whether 
an arresting officer may use illegally obtained information to constitute probable cause 
for an arrest without a warrant. It has been indicated, however, that evidence gained 
by an illegal search may not be used to constitute a valid arrest. Johnson v. United States, 
333 US. 10 (1947). 


The courts recognize that what is reasonable grounds is a changing concept and is 
not susceptible to a hard and fast rule. The only criterion which does not change is that 
attests without a warrant can not be made by reason of an inkling or suspicion only. The 
evidence must be more substantial to support a valid arrest. United States v. Walker, 
supra. If it is possible to form any general rule, it would seem that an arresting officer 
may use any rationally persuasive evidence to constitute reasonable grounds for the belief 
that a felony has been committed. This is true regardless of the fact that the evidence 
relied upon may not be sufficiently trustworthy or may be too prejudicial for use at a 
trial. However, if the taking or using of this evidence violates a constitutional or legal 
right of the arrested person, it appears that such evidence cannot be used for any purpose 
whatever. 


At common law a peace officer had the power to arrest without a warrant for a felony 
committed in his presence, and for a felony which had actually been committed in the 
past. The peace officer also had the power to arrest for a felony, although no felony had 
actually been committed, if he had reasonable ground to suppose that the person arrested 
had committed the felony. 1 Bishop’s New Criminal Procedure, §§173-83 (3rd ed. 
1880). 

However, there is no federal common law of arrest and unless there is an applicable 
federal statute which authorizes arrest without a warrant, the arrest without a warrant 
must be valid according to the state law where the arrest occurs. United States v. Di Re, 
332 US. 581 (1949). Federal marshals and deputy marshals have the powers of arrest 
without warrant possessed by state sheriffs and their deputies. 62 Stat. 817 (1948), 18 
US.C. 3053 (1949). Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation have the 
power to arrest without a warrant for felonies cognizable under the laws of the United 
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States, in cases where the agent making the arrest has reasonable grounds to believe that 
the person so arrested has committed or is committing such felony. 64 Stat. 1239 (1951), 
18 U.S.C. 3052 (1952). The power of Federal Narcotics Agents to arrest without a 
warrant has been discussed hereinbefore. 

Kansas follows the common law with regard to arrest without a warrant. Fry v. Huds- 
peth, 165 Kan. 674, 197 P.2d 945 (1948). The Kansas Court, however, has never decided 
to what extent hearsay evidence may be used by a peace officer to establish reasonable 
grounds for the belief that a felony has been committed. 


It appears to this writer that the view of the court in the principal case is sound, 
Hearsay evidence which is known to be reliable is enough to give a prudent man reason- 
able grounds to believe a felony has been committed. It would seem that the danger 
of an invalid arrest and a subsequent wrongful search and seizure is minimal as long as 
the “reliable information” is subject to examination by the court in order to determine 
if it was, in fact, reliable. The fact that the information is hearsay should not even be 
considered, as is so ably pointed out by some of the courts. The information is not used 
at the trial, and is subject to srcutiny by the court before it can be used to uphold the 
arrest as valid. 

The principal case is not out of line with precedent but is one of several cases which 
have recently extended the idea of what constitutes reasonable grounds to believe that 
a felony has been committed. It appears that there is not much room for further exten- 
sion. Although great latitude is possible when such terms as “reasonable” are to be given 
workable definitions, there is a limit to such latitude and it would seem that reliable 
hearsay alone would be as little as would give a prudent man reasonable grounds.

TORTS—RIGHT OF PRIVACY 


An action was brought by a debtor against a creditor for an invasion of his right of 
privacy. The defendant had done some repair work on the plaintiff's automobile and 
plaintiff refused to pay because of a disagreement in the amount of the bill. Defendant 
wrote to the plaintiff's employer stating that plaintiff refused to pay her “honest debt” 
and asked for assistance in collecting it. The employer showed plaintiff the letter and 
said that it would remain in her permanent file until she should settle the bill. Plaintiff 
claimed that defendant maliciously attacked her good name and invaded her right of 
privacy and that as a result she suffered humiliation, embarrassment, mental pain and 
stress. The Supreme Court of Georgia reversed the Georgia Court of Appeals 96 Ga. 
App. 48, 99 S.E.2d 475 (1957), and held that there was no violation of the debtor's 
right of privacy. Gouldman-Taber Pontiac, Inc. v. Zerbst, 100 S.E.2d 881 (Ga. App. 
1957). 

The court reasoned that an individual's right of privacy is qualified by the rights of 
others and the interests of the public. When a person accepts credit, that person must 
assume that his creditor will use all reasonable methods of collecting the debt. And, 
since an employer has a natural interest in the debts of his employees, there can be no 
invasion of the right of privacy when a creditor writes to the debtor’s employer and 
asks for assistance in collecting the debt and coercing payment. 

The theory of the right of privacy was first set forth by Samuel D. Warren and Louis 
D. Brandeis in 1890. The Right to Privacy, 4 Harv. L. Rev. 193 (1890). Their argument 
was an extension of the common law theory that everyone had an absolute right to be 
let alone. 1 Cooley on Torts §135 (4th ed. 1879). The first case in which the right of 
privacy was expressly recognized was Pavesich v. New England Life Ins. Co., 122 Ga. 
190, 50 S.E. 68, 69 L.R.A. 101 (1905), in which it was said that “an individual has a 
right to enjoy life in any way that may be most agreeable and pleasant to him. . . pro- 
vided that in such enjoyment he does not invade the rights of his neighbors, or violate 
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public law or policy.” The Pavesich case expressed the theory that the right of privacy 
was developed from the property rights of natural law and is consequently included in 
our constitutional guarantees. 


In the development of the doctrine, the courts have been careful not to call privacy 
an absolute right. In Roberson v. Rochester Folding Box Co., 171 N.Y. 538, 64 NE. 
442 (1902), the court stated that wherever the individual's right of privacy is at odds 
with the public interest, the rights of the public must prevail. In essence, the problem 
is one of balancing the individual’s right to a life of seclusion on one hand and the rights 
of the public in freedom of speech and press on the other. For example, in State ex rel. 
Mavity v. Tyndall, 224 Ind. 364, 66 N.E.2d 755 (1946), where the plaintiff was ac- 

uitted of a misdemeanor and then sued to compel the surrender and destruction of 
ingerprint records and rogue’s gallery pictures, the court held that the interests of the 
public as to the subject matter of a legal investigation overrule the individual's right of 
privacy. And in Waters v. Fleetwood, 212 Ga. 161, 91 S.E.2d 344 (1956), where the 
parents of a murdered child sued a newspaper for publishing photographs of the child, 
the court ruled that the right of the public to information via the press is more im- 
portant than any one person's right of privacy. 

The exposure of a debtor to public contempt and ridicule has been held to be a vio- 
lation of the debtor’s right of privacy. In Brents v. Morgan, 221 Ky. 765, 299 S.W. 967, 
55 ALR. 964 (1927), a merchant placed a sign conspicuously in his window that the 
plaintiff owed him a specified amount and had failed to keep his promise to pay it, and 
that the sign would remain until he paid it. The court held that this was an actionable 
invasion of the debtor's right to privacy even though the statement was true. 


The holding of the Brents case is subject to qualification. Whether the right of privacy 
has been violated or not is a question of reasonableness. What is reasonable is, naturally, 
often difficult to determine. In Davis v. General Finance and Thrift Corporation, 80 
Ga. App. 708, 57 S.E.2d (1950), it was held to be a reasonable collection method for a 
creditor to send a telegram to his debtor in good faith and threaten legal action if default 
continues. The court stated that the right of privacy must be restricted to ordinary 
sensibilities. 

The principal question of whether or not a creditor's letter to his debtor's employer 
regarding collection of a debt is a violation of the debtor's right of privacy is certainly 
not settled. Those courts denying recovery, as in the instant case, base their decisions on 
the premise that a debtor must expect his creditor to notify his employer of a just debt 
long overdue. This line of reasoning is consistent with the concept that an individual's 
right of privacy must not overrule the rights of others, i.e., the creditor's right to use 
reasonable methods in collection and the employer's “right to hire only people who pay 
their debts” and avoid the difficulty of garnishment proceedings. Voneye v. Turner, 240 
S.W.2d 588 (Ky. 1951); Lewis v. Physicians and Dentists Credit Bureau, Inc., 21 Wash. 
2d 267, 177 P.2d 896 (1947). The “employer has a natural and proper interest in the 
facts relative to the debts owed by his employees.” Patton v. Jacobs, 118 Ind. App. 358, 
78 N.E.2d 789 (1948). 


Those courts allowing recovery in the instant situation rely upon the principle that, 
although a creditor has a right to urge payment of a just debt and to threaten to resort 
to proper legal procedure to enforce such payment, notification of the debt to the em- 
ployer is an act exceeding his moral and legal rights. Barnett v. Collection Service Co., 
214 Iowa 1303, 242 N.W. 25 (1932). When the creditor tells the employer that the 
debtor employee is a “deadbeat,” or when the debtor loses his job or discharge is threat- 
ened, the debtor has a cause of action for invasion of his privacy. Housh v. Peth, 165 
Ohio St. 35, 133 N.E.2d 340 (1956); Duty v. General Finance Co., 154 Tex. 16, 273 
S.W.2d 64 (1954). The dissenting opinion in Hawley v. Professional Credit Bureau, 
Inc., 345 Mich. 500, 76 N.W.2d 835 (1956), points out that a creditor may “request 
payment, demand payment, sue in court, or take his garnishment remedy, but he may 
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not invade the debtor’s privacy for the purpose of coercing him into payment by ex. 
posing his private affairs to either his employer or the public at large.” 


While there is disagreement as to the application of the doctrine of right of privacy 
in this situation, the courts are practically unanimous in holding that the plaintiff has 
a cause of action for libel when he does not owe the debt and the defendant sends a letter 
to his employer concerning the alleged obligation. Most of the courts have held that the 
letter itself is libelous per se and special damages need not be alleged. “To publish of 
one that he refuses to pay his debts conveys the implication that the debtor is unworthy 
of credit.” Holt v. Boyle Brothers, Inc., 217 F.2d 16 (D.C. Cir. 1954); Neaton v. Lewis 
Apparel Stores, Inc., 267 App. Div. 728, 48 N-Y.S.2d 492 (1944). 


A third possible theory upon which recovery may be based in this type situation is for 
mental anguish suffered by the debtor because of willful acts of the creditor. Duty vy. 
General Finance Co., supra. In La Salle Extension University v. Fogarty, 126 Neb. 457, 
253 N.W. 424, 91 ALR. 1491 (1934), the plaintiff sent 37 letters to the defendant 
requesting payment of $140 for an extension course which defendant claimed he did not 
owe. The defendant cross-petitioned for $500 damages because of the malicious letters 
to himself, his employer and friends. The court found that defendant owed no such 
debt, and awarded damages to him on his cross-petition because the letters were malicious 
and unreasonable and caused mental anguish. 


The Kansas courts have considered the question of right of privacy in only two in- 
stances and have established that such a cause of action exists in Kansas. Johnson v. Boe- 
ing Airplane Co., 175 Kan. 275, 262 P.2d 808 (1953); Kunz v. Allen, 102 Kan. 883, 
172. P.532, 1918D L.R.A. 1151 (1918). Both of these cases, however, concerned facts 
significantly distinguishable from the principal case. 


In summary, it seems that the courts will allow recovery for invasion of the debtor's 
right of privacy only where the creditor's attempts at collection have been unreasonable. 
And it appears that the majority of courts feel that a mere letter to the debtor’s employer 
is not unreasonable. A creditor must be careful, however, so as to not humiliate or dis- 
grace a person of ordinary sensibilities. He should also be reasonably sure that the person 
owes the debt or he may expose himself to an action for libel.

INSURANCE—RIGHT TO PROCEEDS—POLICY PAYABLE TO WIFE— 
EFFECT OF DIVORCE 


The insured made life insurance policies payable to his wife, reserving the right to 
change the beneficiary. Subsequently, he was divorced and a cash property settlement 
was affected and incorporated into the decree. Neither the decree nor the property set- 
tlement specifically provided for the disposition of the insurance, but it was provided in 
the property settlement that, “. . . neither party hereto shall have any claim on the other 
party of any kind whatsoever. . . .” O’Brien v. Elder, infra. at 279. 


Two months after the granting of the divorce, the insured died with his wife still 
designated as beneficiary. In aa action by the administratrix of the insured’s estate against 
the divorced wife for the proceeds, the court of appeals awarded the proceeds to the 
plaintiff, holding that the language of the property settlement precluded the claim for 
the proceeds of insurance policies by the divorced wife. O’Brien v. Elder, 250 F.2d 275 
(Sth Cir. 1957). 


Where insurance policies are specifically set out in the property settlement or divorce 
decree and the wife relinquished all rights in such policies, the courts have generally held 
the divorced wife is not entitled to the proceeds even though no change has been made 
in the beneficiary. United Benefit Life Ins. Co. v. Price, 132 Cal. App.2d 305, 283 P.2d 
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119 (1955); Thorp v. Randazo, 41 Cal.2d 770, 264 P.2d 38 (1953). But see Grimm 
y. Grimm, 26 Cal.2d 173, 157 P.2d 841 (1945). By statute, two states have cut off the 
divorced wife's interests in insurance policies on her former husband. Ky. Rev. Stat. 
$403,060 (2) (1948); Mich. Stat. Ann. §25.131 (Supp. 1953). 


The court in the principal case construed the broad language of the property settlement 
to include the disposition of insurance proceeds. This construction appears contrary to 
the general rule, which states that the divorced spouse's right to insurance proceeds is 
undisturbed by a complete property settlement and divorce, where the policies are not 
specifically mentioned in the settlement. Begley v. Miller, 137 Ill. App. 278 (1907); 
Tromp v. National Reserve Life Ins. Co., 143 Kan. 98, 52 P.2d 831 (1936); Hergen- 
rather v. State Mut. Life Assurance Co., 79 Ohio App. 116, 68 N.E.2d 833 (1946); 
Northwestern Life Ins. Co. v. Perrigo, 47 Wash.2d 293, 287 P.2d 335 (1955). 


The courts in applying the general rule favoring the divorced wife, present four widely 
variant theories for their holdings. First, following the leading case of Connecticut Mut. 
Life Ins. Co. v. Shaeffer, 94 U.S. 457 (1878), the courts have held that as against the 
administrator of the insured’s estate, the beneficiary’s right to the proceeds is unaffected 
by a divorce. Tromp v. National Reserve Life Ins. Co., supra; Northwestern Life Ins. 
Co. v. Perrigo, supra; Begley v. Miller, supra. The Shaeffer case, supra, involved a joint 
insurance policy on husband and wife, payable to the survivor. In an action against the 
insurance company for the proceeds, the defense contended that the beneficiary had no 
insurable interest at the time of death, because of an intervening divorce, and therefore, 
the contract was void. The court held an insurable interest at the time of death was un- 
necessary and that the beneficiary’s rights were unaffected by the divorce. 


The court in the Shaeffer case was not faced with the problem of deciding between the 
insured’s estate and the divorced wife, and most probably the rule of that case should be 
limited in application to cases where the insurance company contests payment of the 
policy on the grounds of lack of insurable interest. However, courts have not so lim- 
ited it. 

Where the right to change the beneficiary has been reserved, a second view regards 
the right of the beneficiary as a mere expectancy and not a proper subject for a property 
settlement and, therefore, is unaffected by the divorce. Tromp v. National Reserve Life 
Ins. Co., supra.; Grimm v. Grimm, supra. This second view is inconsistent with the 
common law rule concerning the effect of a divorce on the expectant rights of a legatee 
in the divorced’s spouse’s will, where there is a revocation by operation of law of that 
portion of the will in favor of the divorced spouse. Lansing v. Haynes, 95 Mich. 16, 54 
N.W. 699 (1893); Donaldson v. Hall, 106 Minn. 16, 130 Am. St. Rep. 621 (1909); 
Re Estate of Bartlett, 108 Neb. 691, 190 N.W. 869 (1922); Kan. G. S. 1949, 59-610. 


A minority of jurisdictions has adopted the view that the rights of the beneficiary 
vested at the time of the making of the policy, and thus are. unaltered by the divorce, 
which is exactly opposite reasoning to the same conclusion. Metropolitan Life Ins. Co. 
v. Woolf, 138 N.J.Eq. 450, 47 A.2d 340 (1946); Christman v. Christman, 163 Wis. 
433, 157 N.W. 1099 (1916). But, Kansas and the majority of the states have limited 
this view to policies wherein the beneficiary is irrevocable. Filley v. Illinois Life Ins. Co., 
93 Kan. 197, 144 Pac. 257 (1914); Tromp v. National Reserve Life Ins. Co., supra. 


Finally, the view has been taken that where the divorce decree is silent upon the subject 
of insurance and where the insured had reserved the right to change the beneficiary, but 
did not do so, he is presumed to have intended the proceeds to go to the named bene- 
ficiary. Shaw v. Board of Administration, 109 Cal. App.2d 770, 241 P.2d 635 (1952); 
Tromp v. National Reserve Life Ins. Co., supra. But, the question of intent, although 
discussed in the cases, is hardly a valid test where there is no more evidence of intent 
than decedent’s failure to revoke the beneficiary. Naturally, if the beneficiary had been 
changed there would have been no action. 
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In effect, the courts continue to follow the Shaeffer case, supra., which upon its facts 
has no application in an action between the insured’s estate and the divorced wife, be. 
cause the court was not deciding that issue. Or the courts may treat the beneficiary's right 
as an expectancy in giving the proceeds to the divorced wife, but such treatment seems 
inconsistent with that of other expectant rights created by marriage. Finally, intent may 
be presumed in these cases, even where no more substantial facts are present than the 
failure of the insured to change the beneficiary. 


The court in the principal case has circumscribed the foregoing views and interpreted 
the contract which said “all claims”, to include the wife's claims to the insurance pro- 
ceeds. Insurance policies seem important enough that if the parties had intended for 
them to be included, they would have specifically mentioned them. Conversely, it would 
seem that since they were not specifically mentioned, the parties obviously did not intend 
to include them. However, the result of the principal case seems reasonable since the 
idea of a cash property settlement is to completely sever the two estates. The divorced 
wife got what she agreed to in the settlement and nothing more. 


Courts generally uphold the sanctity of the written contract. But, as to divorces, the 
merger doctrine is often applied to cut off contractual obligations arising during the 
marriage and not mentioned in the property settlement. See also, Mitchell v. Mitchell, 
171 Kan. 390, 233 P.2d 517 (1951); Calkins v. Calkins, 155 Kan. 43, 122 P.2d 750 
(1942). Although the Kansas cases prior to the Calkins case, supra., held that a divorce 
and complete property settlement do not affect the divorced wife's right to proceeds of 
insurance policies, there is persuasive argument that the merger doctrine should control 
in the disposition of insurance proceeds, as well as contractual rights. Also, if this were 
a will instead of an insurance policy, the divorced wife would be cut off by statute in 
Kansas, or by implied revocation at common law. Kan. G. S., 1949, 59-610. 


The Kansas court should not cite the Shaeffer case, supra., as authority where it has 
no application; nor should the court treat insurance contracts as a sui generis field of 
law, but should relate the rights of the divorced wife to the proceeds of an insurance 
policy with the rights of a divorced wife in other contractual circumstances. Intent should 
be a sought after fact, not merely presumed from a failure to change the beneficiary. 
However, if no intent had been manifested by the insured prior to his death, then the 
decision should still rest on grounds consistent with the law in related areas concerning 
a divorced wife. 


The principal case indicates the court’s ability to bring specific contracts within the 
scope of a general agreement in a divorce action. The best solution of course, is to make 
a definite disposition of insurance policies in the property settlement. But, where nothing 
is mentioned in the property settlement or decree on the subject of insurance, this case 
remains authority for the proposition that the general wording of the property settlement 
shall include insurance policies.

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CRIMINAL LAW—Constitutional Right to a speedy trial—Demand for 


trial as a prerequisite to an assertion of a denial of a speedy trial 


The defendant was tried for larceny in the March 1954 term of the Osage County Dis- 
trict Court, and convicted. The defendant filed a motion for a new trial, which was granted 
in the November 1954 term of court. The state appealed and announced that there would 
be no further trial of the case until the appeal had been disposed of. The defendant made 
no objection. The Supreme Court of Kansas affirmed the trial court's action in granting 
a new trial. The cause was called for trial at the March 1956 term of court, following the 
appeal. The defendant who had at all times been on bail, filed a motion for dismissal 
on the grounds that he had been denied the speedy trial guaranteed him by the Kansas 
Bill of Rights, Sec. 10 and Kansas G. S. 1949, 62-1432. The defendant's motion was sus- 
tained and the state appealed. It was held that these provisions are a directive to prosecu- 
tion of persons charged with criminal offenses. The whole responsibility of seeing that 
the accused is given a speedy trial rests upon the prosecution and not on the accused. The 
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accused need not insist upon or even ask for a speedy trial, nor protest against the delay, 
All he needs to do to retain the constitutional protection is to refrain from any affirmative 
act which would effect a delay of his trial. State v. Hess, 180 Kan. 472, 304 P.2d 474 
(1956). 


Kansas originally took the position that the accused must demand a speedy trial before 
he could claim that it had been denied. The court said the accused did not come within 
the spirit of the constitutional and statutory right, unless he resisted postpontment. In Re 
Edwards, 35 Kan. 99, 10 Pac. 539 (1886). 


The Kansas Supreme Court again took this position in State v. Dewey, 73 Kan. 735, 
85 Pac. 796, but upon rehearing, State v. Dewey, 73 Kan. 739, 88 Pac. 881 (1906), the 
court held that mere failure of the accused to object to a continuance was not to be re- 
garded as a delay on his application. 


In State v. Morgan, 84 Kan. 625, 114 Pac. 846 (1911), the defendant was held over 
three terms without trial and discharged. On appeal by the state the trial court was 
affirmed, but the Supreme Court made no comment as to whether or not the defendant 
had demanded trial, the inference being that he had not. 


In the case of In Re Trull, 133 Kan. 165, 298 Pac. 775 (1931), the Supreme Court laid 
down the rule which it applied in the principal case, that a defendant need not take any 
affirmative action. The duty and responsibility of providing the accused with a speedy 
trial is on the officers of the state. Mere passive submission to a continuance is not the 
same as an application or consent to the state’s application for continuance. Nicolay v. 
Kill, 161 Kan. 667, 170 P.2d 832 (1946). 


In my exploration of this point, I found the general rule to be contrary to the position 
Kansas has taken. I found twenty-one states which hold that a demand for a speedy trial 
is necessary, while only four, including Kansas, hold that an accused may seek his release 
because he has been denied a speedy trial, without first demanding that trial. 


The courts following the minority rule reason that the accused is not the moving party 
to the action against him and that since the state brings the charges against him, upon 
it rests the duty to either speedily convict the defendant of these charges, or to release 
him. State v. Cardillo, 41 Ariz. 170, 16 P.2d 965 (1933). Accord; Ex Parte Chalfant, 81 
W. Va. 93, 93 S.E. 1032 (1917); State v. Rosenberg, 71 Or. 389, 142 Pac. 624 (1914). 


Both Oklahoma and Ohio hold that a demand for a speedy trial is necessary before an 
accused can demand his release for its denial, if the accused has been released on bail. 
But if the accused is retained in custody, no demand for trial is necessary. Schafer v. State, 
43 Ohio App. 493, 183 N.E. 774 (1932); Davidson v. State, 82 Okla. Cr. 402, 171 P.2d 
640 (1946). Generally, the accused must demand a speedy trial, but where he is not on 
bail, the law makes the demand for him. Ex Parte Gregory, 309 P.2d 1083 (Okla. Cr. 
1957). 


The states which follow the majority rule are more hesitant to release an accused for 
some reason which does not go to the merits of the case. They seem to fear that one 
guilty of an offense may go free merely because of an oversight on the part of the prose- 
cution. The Minnesota Court expressed this fear in State v. McTague, 173 Minn. 153, 216 
N.W. 787 (1927), where it said, “There is really no reason for the courts to free an 
accused simply because a dilatory prosecutor has gone to sleep at the switch. . . while 
the defendant and his counsel rest in silence.” 


The federal courts follow the majority rule that the accused waives his right to dis- 
missal of the prosecution because of the delay in bringing him to trial, if he does not 
make proper application for trial. Fowler v. Hunter, 164 F.2d 668 (10th cir.) (application 
for a writ of habeas corpus held not the correct procedure to demand speedy trial) cert. 
denied 333 U. S. 868 (1947); Accord; Shepard v. United States, 163 F.2d 974 (8th cir. 
1947); McDonald v. Hudspeth, 113 F.2d 984 (10th cir. 1940); Pietrich v. United 
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States, 110 F.2d 817 (10th cir. 1940); Frankel v. Woodrough, 7 F.2d 796 (8th cir. 
1925). 


The Montana court in a case very similar to the principal case on the facts, held that 
where an accused has been promptly tried and convicted, and on his own motion the 
conviction is set aside and a new trial is ordered, he will not be entitled to a dismissal 
because of the prosecution’s delay, in the absence of a demand for a speedy trial. The 
reasoning of the court is that the constitutional and statutory requirements for a speedy 
trial were satisfied by the first trial. State v. Schnell, 107 Mont. 579, 88 P.2d 19 (1939); 
Accord: People v. Lundin, 120 Cal. 308, 52 P.2d 807 (1935); Ferguson v. Bechly, 244 
Jowa 1049, 277 N.W. 755 (1938). 


Kansas places the whole burden of bringing the accused to a speedy trial upon the 
prosecution. New York agrees that a duty rests upon the prosecutor to proceed dili- 
gently, without waiting for any demand from the defendant, but the New York court 
adds that in the event of the failure of the prosecutor to so proceed, the defendant must 
affirmatively demand that the cause be heard. People v. Beque, 1 A.D.2d 289,. 149 
N.Y.S.2d 791 (1956). Kansas makes the burden on her county attorneys to bring the 
accused speedily to trial even heavier by holding that a dismissal under Kan. G. S. 1949, 
62-1432, for the denial of a speedy trial, is equivalent to an acquittal. State v. Patterson, 
126 Kan. 770, 271 Pac. 390 (1928). 


Davip W. Dewey, 3 L. 
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The Wyandotte and Johnson County

statutes regulating the appearance of Mis- 
souri lawyers across the state line in Kan- 
sas—particularly where a Missouri lawyer 
is a resident of Johnson county, with no 
office in Kansas.

Clark Owen has his 
office on the floor above, Clark and Jean 
having dissolved their partnership. 

McMillan and Kaplan have formed a 
firm, with offices in the Bitting Building, 
as of August 1, Cal McMillan leaving 
Harry Gillig’s office, and Kaplan coming 
out of service.
